and, Ths fruites in the ſpꝛinging tyme 
haue not the vertue to gens ſuſtenaunce 
| noz 
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noz pertite ſwerteneſte ts ſatiſfy the taſſ id 
of tyem that eateth thercof: But they fept 
Paſſeth the ſeaſon of Sommer, and hai ird: 
veſt commeth , whych tyme voth bette 
rype them, and then that that wee d 
eats doth p;ofite vs, the pzoofo there 
is rygyt ſauerynes,and geueth the mg 
foʒce and vertue , and the greater is th 
taste. J wpll intheſec firlt weozpes (a) 
that in tue firſt ages men were moze the 
Aeemed by their enftomes and delicatt 
nes, then they were after repꝛosued 
their grelle and rude tnverſtandpnge 
Certaynly , (ging of the auncient Phil 
ſopyers , A ſpeake of the moſt auncient 
as well Calves as Orckes, who (y; 
lyftep them ſelues ts regards the Ste 
ef the heauen, and ſurmeunter the big 
mount of Wlpmpus, there to conten 
plate and regards the influences of th 
Planetes in te beauen; J dare we 
ſay , that they haue rather merited pat 
don by their ignozaunces, then pzay 
ling oz grace by tbeir wylſovame, rit 

Cheſe were the fir that would ſearc 
the trath of the Clementes of the hea 
nen, and pet they were the fy2ifc tha! 
dyd ſowe errours in thynges natura 
of the earth. Yomere in bes _— 
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Sſaivtheſs wozdes in ſpeaking of Philo 
ſepbers : I pꝛapſe nothynge the hnowe⸗ 
ledge o mine anceſters, but 4 con then 
Agreat tbanke and pꝛaiſe, in that they de⸗ 
fired knowledge. This was wel ſayd cf 
Hemer. Foz ifamonge the auntent men 
had not raigned ſuchs ignezance, there 
bad not beene ſo manye ſeces of parcias 
lities in enery ſchwle. Be that had redde 
A the annaent antiquities of the Philoſss 
S phers , Hall not denye me the pzeſump⸗ 
tion of the knowledge , and ignozaunce 
of that they deſired to knowe,ths whichs 
is chiefe cauſe that ſcience is net all one. 
Lhere is great numbꝛze of percialities, 
Cinitiens , Catoniens, Peripaticiens, 
Academiens, and Tpicuriens, who were 
as contrary in their opinions, as diners 


ney in they naturalities. J wyll not that 


my penne be ſo dilmeaſurcd to repzoue 
ſo muche the auncient mennt, that ths 
glozpe all Bnelys fhoulde abyde wyth 
chem that be pzeſcnt . Trucly if he me - 
rite guardon and pꝛapſe, that cheweth 
me the ware, wherby J thynks ts paſſe, 
vrt nolefle meriteth he that ſhewety £ 
y adutiſeth me of the waye, where by J 
1 maytfaylc. The ignozannce of þ aſicient 
min heath bens but as a guyde to aduiſe 

and 
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and aduertiſs all other, and becauſe they 
tres , we haus founde ſithe the waye, to 
their great pzayſe, © fo our great ſhame, 
A ſay, that it wee that be nowe pꝛeſent 
bad bene then, ws hadknowen leſſe the 
they did. And ik they that wer then, wer 
now at this houre, they ſhould ſurmoũt 
vs in knowledge. And that this is true 
if appeareth well. Foz the auncient ſas 
ges, with their diligence to knowe the 
frouth by their eloſe t ferme, made the 
wayece:)Sut we by our ſiouth, folow not 
the open walss . Then to p purpoſe,that 
I wil ſape, we that be now pzelent can 
not complame ofthem that haue bone, 
buf that the truth , the which accozding 
to Aul. Gelius, is danghter of the tyme, 
in this tyme of the wozlve declareth ta 
vs the er rours, that we ought to fle, and 
the truth ofthe docrins that we ought 
to folla we. But as nowe tos humayns; 
malice is ſo experte, and the vnderſtan ⸗ 
ding of moztall men is ſo dull, that in 
tyme ot ntede, in goodneſſe of wyt ws 
faile, andin ail pil we know moze then 
we onghtto knowe . In ſuche wile that 
ſome with one parte of thomoze, q ſame

J wylllape, 
that neither all Doctoꝛs ameng chillen 
men, noʒ al the Philciephers emeng the 
Bentiles wers concut tant in ene tyme, 
but after the death ol ene gesd, an other 
me better. The bre and ſupꝛeme wil- 
dome, the whych generneth all merne 
hynges by Juffice , and departethit ac⸗ 
oꝛdyng to bis bount ye, wyll not that at 
dne tyme the wozldofycnulbe want oz bs 
deſtitute of lage men, noz at an ther 


Fyme want of ſümple parſeus: ſeme des 


iryng tbe kruite, and ſcare the francs, 
An ſuch ſozt that they ſhould haue uu 
oft he other that were inpeached. Thys 
uncicnt wozld that ranne in Saturnus 
dares, the Whyche ciherwyle was cal⸗ 

dthe Solden worid, tee whycbe was 
ſo eſta 
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ſoeffeemed of them that ſawe it, and ſa 
muche pꝛayſed of them that bearde the 
waityngthereof, and lo much deſired of 
tzemthatfelt no parte thereof , was 
not golds by tbe ſages that id gylte it, „. 
bat becauſe that there was nons plthat , 

dyd vngylts it. This our age nowe is 
ot yꝛon: pet it is not called of yzon , foz 
faute of ſage , but becauſe the malyci- 
vas people ſurmounte. J confefſe one . 
thing, and J thmke I ſhall haue manys 
wyllfauoure me inthe ſame, that there 
was neuer in the wozldſo muche people 
teaching vertue, eſo fewe folowing the 
ſame. Aul.Gely ſaytb in his booke, that n; 
ths auncient ſages were holden in repu⸗ 

tation,becanſe there were fewe teachers 
and many learners, + at this boure it 1s 
contrary, there be but fews learners , « 
manpęe teachers, The ſmall eflimation 
that the Sages be in at this tyme , may 
be (ene by great venerati6 that the Phi 
loſophcrs were holden in as then. The 
which thing was true: izomer among v 
Orekes, @alomen amongthe Bebzucs, 
Tygurge amonge the Lacedenionians, 
Lime amonge the Romaines', Cicero, #4 
amonge the Katines Apolonias Lay ri 
neus among all the Barvarte nations. am 
A veſy;s 
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veſy2s ta haut bent in all theſe ages, 
when the wozld was (9 richs of ſage pers 
ſons, and ſo pe offimple perſons , wht 
they aſſembled aut of far countries, e af 


diners realnes 4 erafigenations, net al 
zonely to baue heard their doctrines, but 
ſo to haue ſene their perſons . J thinks 


2% am not begiled in the biſtezies: Foz 


when Noms in bis moſt pzoſperity was 
higheſt in triumphe, Titus Linius dots 
7 wzite in his hiſkozies, t the glozyons D. 
Rerome affirmeth it in his pꝛolsgus of 
he Bible Þmopeoplecame to Rome ts 
u theeloquence ofthe bookes , mo2ethe 
top in any Romaine triumphe, When 
Ditmpias was delinered of her childe 
the great Alerander , Phillippe ber bul⸗ 
band , and father to the younge chtlds, 
Wzotealetter to Ariftotle , wherein her 
laid: 4 geue great graces tothe goddes,

knowledge. Uight happy was Rome ta 
chuſe ſo paliat an emperour to come to 
ſuch an empire not by patrimomie ,. but 
by ſagenes . And if that age was glo- 
rious in topinge of his perſon, ns lefle 
it is to vs to iope of his dectrines. A wyll 
intitle this booke the Golden booke . Jv 
mape be called golden, bycauſein ſo high 
altimation it boldeth the vertuous, dil 
coutrings in their time this booke wyth 
the ſentences , as theſe pzinces holveth 
their mynes of golde in their Indees. 
But J ſape that at this houre there bee 
mos hartes baniſhed into the Judees of 
golde, then te emplope them to rede the 
woz kes of this booke . Baluſte ſapetb, 
that there oughte great glozy be gyuen 
to them that haue dente verye highe and 
greatc ates : And that there oughte no 
leſſe fame t renowmebe geuen to thoſe 
that in a good ſtyle haue wzitten them, 
In this caſe Itonfeſſe to deſerue nome? 
rites fo2 my traduction , oz anpe fama,

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but A demaũden pardon of all them that 
beſage,foz the faultes that they hall 
fonds therin Foz except the digine lets 
ters, there is nothinge ſo well wertten, 
but that thers maye be founde neceſſitpe 
of cozrection ,lins, and ſenſure.

fyn , and Rotten of Donate. 1 15 
Ie and in their wozkes ons "ud 
ee were men ef highe 
ot; at x that Tre

nacian of wyſe and vertuotis men, To 
them I ſubmitte this pꝛeſent woozke, 
and to theym that haue beens ſuch , J 
them require to be content ts be the rea- 
ders, and not iudges thereof. It were 
no pacience to Iuffer, noz lawe to pers 
mitte, that a thynge tbat a ſage perſonne 
with great mataritie and vcliberation 
bath wzitfen ,to be diſpzayſed by a "Me 
B. j. 
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ple perſon, Foz ones riading, oftentimes 
the authsurs and wziters are dyſpzay⸗ 
ſed, not of them that can traduse any 
compoſe wozkes , but of them that canne 
nat vaderftand them, and yet leſſe rtads 
them. J ſay further of adusuutage, that 
dyuers haute wzytten of the tyme of tha 
ſayde Parke Aurelye Emperonr-; as 
VYerodyan w2ote lyttls , Eutropis lee, 
Lampzidio yet leffc , Julyus Capitolyry | 
ſomewhat moe. Ths waytingofthem 
andofothers feemeth rather Cpitomes 
then hy des There is defference bes 
twene t wziting, and that they waste 
by braryng ſaye, but they by whom J 
haut compaſſed this pzeſent wozke, they 
were wytaells by ight , and not by bea- 
ryng ast her, but they wants What they 
faw them ſelues : that is to ſay, mung 
the aiſters, who learned the ſayd Ems 
perour their ſciences, there were thzee., 
that is to faye, Junis Raftico, Cina Ca⸗ 
tule, aud Herto Cheronenſe, eus w to 
the great Plutarke .

| Biters bookes, ſearching in diners libza⸗ 


ryes, and alſo ſpeaking weth dyuers ſa⸗ 


nes of diners realmes, finally 4 founde 
this treatiſe in Flozenes , amonge the 
bookes left there by Coſme de Medicis, 
a man of good memozye . j baus vſed in 
this wzytinge, the whiche is ayne, 
that that divers tymes bane beene vſed 
in diuinitie, that is to reduce, not wozds 
ſoz wozd,but ſentence fe: ſentence. We 
v2 other tnterpzetours are not bound tg 
eue foz the mcane the wozdes , it ſuffy⸗ 
teth to goue fo2 th} weight the ſentence, 
As the Bifftozyographers , of whom ther 
were dyuers, and the biſtozpe that they 
made was alt but ont thing, J well net 
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deny, but J baue left out ſoms Woozdes; 


whych were not meete noz well ſytting, 


being both rude, and leaſt of valure, and 
J haue medled it with other moze [wete Þ 
and p;ofitable. A thinke that euery wyls

Of che birth and lynage of Marke 
Aurely Anthony Emperor. 
N the peare of the foundations of 
Rome, ſixe hundzed ninety and fiug, 
in the Olimpiade a hundzed. (xiy. An - 
thonp the make being dead, then Con- 
ſuls Fulute Caton, andEnee Patrocle 
in the bye capitall, the fourth day of Oc⸗ 
tober, at the demaunde of all the people 
Romapne,and conſent of the ſacred @e- 
nate, was declared foz Cmperour vni⸗ 


| verſal of al the monarch of Nome, Park 


Aurely Anthony, This excellent Baron 
was naturallpe of Rome bozne in tbe 
mount Celie : And accozdyng as Julius 
Capitoline ſayth , he was bozne the ſixe 
Halendes of Pape, the which accozdyng 
to the accompt of the Latines was the 
rrvj.day of the moneth of Apayll paſſed, 
Dis father was named Anio Uero ; 
the occaſi on wherof the byſtozies diuers 
B. in. times 
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tymes call hym Parke Anthony Uerg, 

Wrue it is that Adziane the Cmperour 
called bym Urriflunus , becauſs in bym 
was neuer founde no lyrs, nog neuer 
fayled ths trouth , Theſs Anins Uerus 


was a lynage that auaunced them to be 


deſcended of uma Pompilio, and of 
Quintus Curtias the famous Romain: : 
whych fo; to deliver the towne of Rome 
from peryll, and te geue bys perſone 
pecpetaall memozye , of vys owns good 
nnd re wyll he yolved hym (elfe to the 
ſame vozage, that as than was ſene of 
Rome. Lbs Mother of this Emperour 
was called Domiciade, as Cine Yiſto- 
rien recountethin bys beokes of the lp- 
nages of Rome. The Camiles wers 
perſons iu that tyme greatlys eſtemed, 
becauſs they were accompted to bee deſ⸗ 
cended of Camille the famous and aun⸗ 
cient Capitapne Romayne, which dely⸗ 
nersd Rome from theGaulles that hay 
wonne it. The men that deſcended of 
that lynage were called Camilli, foz the 
remembꝛaunet of Camille, and the wo⸗ 
men wers lykewyle called Camilles, 
in the remembzaunce of a Daughter of 
tbe ſayds Camille, that was called Cas 


millia. 
EThers 
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+ EZhere was an anncient laws , that 
all Romaynes ſhould haus a particuler 
painitege in the ſame place, where their 
P2edxeſſours had dons ts the Romaine 
people any great (eraice. Foz this auns 
cient cuſtom they had pꝛiuilege, ſo that 
all they of ths lynage of Camylle , wers 
kept and mayntaynedin the bygbe Ca- 
pit oll. And thoughe the varictyc of the 
tyme,the multitude of Cyꝛantes, the es 
bolutien and mouyng of ciupll warres 
wer cauſe of the diminiſhing of the aun- 
tient policie of Rome, and introduced in 
maner a lyfe not verye good, yet foz all 
that we reade not, that the pꝛebeminen⸗ 
ces ol the Romapnes were bꝛoken, er- 
cept it were inthe tyme of Splla, when 
bee made the vniuerſall pꝛeſcription a⸗ 
gaynũt the Parianes , After the death of 
thys cruell Sylla, in exaltyng of bym- 
ſelfe , Julius Ceſar the pytyfull, boytig 
then made Dictatoz of Roms, aud chicks 
of the Parianes, adnulled and vndyd 
all that Sylla bad made, and b;2ught as 
gapne into the aunctent eſtate the com⸗ 

mon wealth, 

What bath bene the conditions, the e⸗ 
Cats. ponertye, ritches, fausur oz diſfas 
b ol the AunccRours of thys Parkg 
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Aurely Emperour, we fpnde nut in the 
aunctent hyftszies, and yet it hath bent 
diligently ſearcheFfoz, Tho aũtient Ko- 
mayne Myſtoziens wers not accuſtomed 
to wzite the lynes of the Emperours fas 
thers, namelys when thoy be made Po- 
narches, but the merites + graces that 
their chyldzen had, as foz the anctozities 
that they bad inherityngs their: fathers; 
Trouth it is, as ſaith Julius Capito- 
lin, the father of Marke Aurely the Em⸗ 
perour, had bene Pꝛetour in'ererciſes, 
and Capitaynein the frontisres , in ths 
tymeof Traian the good, and Adziaue 
the wiſe, and Anton rhe mieke Empe⸗ 
rours. This is confirmed vy vᷣ that ths 
ſame Parke Aurelye wzote (beyng at 
Rodes ) fo a friend of his called Psolion, 
that was at Rome, ſaying thus: Panp 
thinges haue J felt and knowen friende 
PMolion, by the abſence of Rome, namely 
fo; that 4 ſee my ſelfe here alons in thys 
Ale: but as Uertue maketh a ſtraunger 
naturall, and vice turneth all natural to 
a fraunger : and as J haue beene tenng 
veres here at Nodes to rede Philoſophy, 
I thereby repute my ſelfe as naturall ot 
this land, andthat bath cauſed me ts foz⸗ 
got the plealures of Rome, it hath lear⸗ 
ned 
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ed me the maners of the ple. And here 
haue founde manye of my Fathers 
Friendes , Vers was capt aine againſt the 
Ber bar iens to my Lozd Adzian, Antha⸗ 

pmy father in aw the ſpace of fifteng 
eres. Jlet thee to wete that the Rodian 
people are curteous, and full of god gra- 
es. A would haus read Philoſophpe as 
ong as mp father had bene at Rades in 
war, vut 4 may not, fo Adziun my Lo2d 
commaunded mes to ge and kepe reſi⸗ 
dence at Rome, bow be it every man re⸗ 
opceth ts ſe hys naturall country, 

{ ©0by the waozdes of this letter it 
is tobe beleued, that 4nio Uero, Father 
to this Emperour Parks, had applped 
the moſte part of bys Lyfe in warre At 

was not the cuſtoms lyghtlye ts truſt x 


perſon to haus the office of a Gouernour 


on the krontiers, wpthout he bad beene 
well exerciſed in the feates of warre. 
And as all the alozy of the Ramaynes 
was toleaae after them good renswme, 
the (ayde Parke ccrtapnlys was taken 
fo; the moſt vertnous , and bad greatsfs 
frizndes in the Senate, whereby he tru- 
ſted on the conqueſt of the moſt cruel en- 
nemyes , actozdyng as the ſayds Scxto 
Cheronenſe hiſtorien ſayth, 
The 
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Lbe Romaynes, althoughe they hay 


in their handes moſt perylous warres, u 


yet they had in faure partes of tho Em⸗ 
pire ſtrong and entire Gariiſons.. That 
is to ſay in Bizance, the whych is new 
Conſtantinople, by reaſon of them of the 
D;tent ; And Engades, ths which non 
is called Calir a Citye of Spayns, foz 
loue of them of the Met: In the ryuer 
of Rhodano, whych is now the riuer of 
Mone, faz the Germapnes: And in Col- 
loſſe, whycy now is called the Uboves, 
becauſe of the Barbaristeis. In tbe ka:

And when they 
were diligent to accompliſh their deſire, 
as muche thought had they to conſerns 
their quietnes and ref, Jn caſe then that 
Anio Uero, Father ta Parke the Em⸗ 
perour, follawed the exerciſe of warres, 
pet he put bis ſonns in the way ts learne 
— Foz there was a law ſoze vſed 
and accuſtomed, and well kept in the Kos 
mapne policie, that euery Citizens fonns 
that emoped the libortys of Nome, and 
bad accomplithed ten peares, ſhould not 
bec ſufered to go by the ſtetetes as Ua⸗ 
cabondes , Noꝛ it ſhould not be ſuffered 
by the Cenſure , wha gouerned Rome, 
and daplye toke hevs ts the fozfaitures 
dane therein, to ſuffer a childe no longer 
then ten yeares ofbys age to pare the 
CYUd8, 
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childe. Brit fro thence fozththefather of 

the chylde ſhould be bounde tv neurifhe 

dim out of the circuite of Rome, oz to lay 

at a pledge that hys Donne ſhoulve doo ns 
„ folliss, When Nome triumphed, and by 
tzeir policte gouerned all the wozlde, it 
was certaynly a marueplous and mon⸗ 
firous thyng to ſee it then, and no leffe 
fearefull vnts vs nowe to heare thereof, 
There was at that time in Rome fenre 
bandeed thouſand inhabitantes, among 
whom there was twohundzed thonſand 
young people, that were reftrayned and

bzidled trem their polig . The 


ſonne of Cato was chaftteed, becauſe he 
was wylfal and pꝛeſumptusus. And al⸗ 
ſo the bzother of good Cyna was bani⸗ 
ſhed,becaiſele went pdelly as u Uaca- 
bound. Wythoaf that Cicers pegyletb 
vs in bis bogkes of the Remane lawes, 
no Komayne ought to firayc abꝛoade in 
the Arete 6f Nome, but if bee bare in 
dis bande the ſygne 02 token af the office. 
wherbp be ned: to thentent that euery. 
man ſhould know, that he lyued by bys 
trauaple, and not by the ſweats of other 
men, Cbis law was kept of cuery per-

ſa» of is ſm all a number of Greekes and 
Lines, we maye laye of the Aſſiriens,. 
Merſlans, Pedes, Argeues, Acapens, 
Meniena, French men, Bzitens, Eng⸗ 
lich men, and Soaniardes. All the which 
nacious . wythout compariſon, haue el 
them ſelues left moze memo, and haue 
bonoured their landes and countrepes, 
moe by wzytiage , then they that haue 
lefts ſignes by armes. Then let vs leaue 
theſe ſtraunge heſtozpes, and returne ta 
the piths of our Emperaur Parcus Aus 
relius, as Eutrope recounteth . Acco2s 
deng as this excellent baron learned djs 
uers (cences , ſo hs had diners-maiſters 
to teach him. Ye ſtudied grammer with 
a mayſter named Cuphe ion, muſicke 
with an other named Gemino Comove, 
eloquence with Alexander aOreeke , it 

naturali Phailoſopby he had to his may- 
ters Tomods Calcedomen, an auncient 
baron which expounded to him Homer, 
and Derto Cheronenſe Neuew to the 
great Plutarke. Alſo he ſtudied in the 
lawes, 4 Uoluſio Pectanu was his mai: 
Ker . This Emperour eſtemed to haue 
the knowledge of patnting,and to gratis 
in wad and mettall, in earth , and 2 

ä cu 
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ſculptures, in which Arte bys Payfter 
was Disgenito, in his tyme a famous 
and renowmed Painter. Be tranayled 
alſs ts know and ſearch what extended 
ts the ac of Nich;omancy, By occaſion 
wherof hs went openly to heare Apole⸗ 


nio. And to tze intent that there would 


be nothing vnlearned of him, he abous 
all ſciences ſet his mynde to Coſmogra- 
phie, in the which fz his Paſter he toke 
Junion Kuftico,that ſithe wzote his life, 
and Cina Catule, the which wzote of 
bys death, and tbe ipfe of Comede hys 


Sonne. Ot theſe noble and extellent 


Barons that flouriſhed: in thore tapes, 
be was taught in vertues and ſciences. 
Cicero lamenteth the aunciont policys 
of Rome, becauſs that he ſaw great lodſe 
in tis common wealth then pꝛeſent, ſay⸗ 
ing in his Retbszicke , that the auncient 
Romains had alwap regard to that part 
wher they thought moſt damage and pe - 
ril would grow, There were,v.tbinges 
among all other in Rome, whereunto 
they had euer a vigilant reſpect, whych 
the Senate neꝛded not to care foꝛ, noꝛ no 
lawe diſpended foz them, and thefe bene 
they: The pꝛieſts were honesft: and the 
Urgins Ueftales right chaſte: he pr⸗ 
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nalties rigbt iud: the Captainesfull va | 


liaunt : they that taught young childzen 


were vertuonus. Jt was not permitted 
in Nome, that hs that was a Paiſter in 


Sciences, ſhould vſs diſciplins of vices,

Was diucrs times aſked where he lear⸗ 
ned ſo many thinges: And be anſwered | 
and ſaid , the lou o man is ths cauſe, 
that one art ig de nided inte diuers artes. 
Foz he that knoweth all artes together, 
mult neeves knowe one alenc, Türs 
Phileſopyer anſwered highly, and ſurs⸗ 
lye they that heard hym, ought ts haue 
bene as areatly aſhamed of hys wozdes, 
as the Philoſopher was of the vaynglo⸗ 
rysof his apparell. Lot euery man res | 
member kim ſelfe, and let no man blame 
thr ſho2tnes ofthe tyme, noz weakiencs 
ot our nature. Fe; tbere is nothyng (0 
bard, but it is made ſoft: no2 ſo bygbe, 
Liitiimay be taught: nog kept ſo cloſe, 
but 
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buf it may be ſœne: noz ſo ſubtile, but if

His Emporonr Marcus Aureli⸗ 
| us had onely two ſennes, as He 
rodian ſayth ; Tbegreateft and | 


eldeſt was called Comode,and the yong- 
eſt was called Uerifſimus , Vs was a 
faire childe of perſon, and ryght vertu⸗ 
aus of lining . With bis beuty he dzew 
to bun the eyes of many, and with bys 
god inclinations he robbed the hartes of 
all men. Ve was the bope of the people, 
and the glozye of his Fathers age. And 
ttzough the Elden was Pzince , vet ths 
Emperoz determined that the laſt bozne 
ſoꝛ bis vertuss, ould inberite as the cle 
deft, and be that was firſt bozne, foz bys 
demerites would bs diſherited. And as 
good deſires in the beſt time fayle often 
by vnhappye chaunte, thys Emperour 
being ok. iu. psares of age, and the Bonna 
of. xvj, the gloʒy of Kome , and hope of 
the Father, the lyfe of the Bonne twke 
an 
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and end. And as much was the death be⸗ 
wailed, as ths life deſtred. It was great 
pitye: Foz the Denate by reaſon thereof 
ſawe not the Emperour,no; the old Em- 
perour fo; ſoʒow law not the Senate of 
a long ipace , Rome was right heauy, x 
the ſenate withd2ew them to the height 
ofthe capitoll diners dayes, And as the 
mylics and wyndes cauſe the leaues to 
fall, that wer greene in ſommer, and the 
dædes of honout conſtraine vs to foꝛget 


the miſhaps of foꝛtune, and as a man of 


 bighlinags and of ſtrong courage though 
| that ſozrow remapne in bys bart, and 


abideth locked therein, determineth. to 
clenſe the bzaunches of ſozowes that 1s 
outwarde , fapning iope aud mirth out- 
wardlye , keeping the ſozowe within: ſo 
this Marcus the Emperour, as a man. 
whoſe vyne freeſeth and dieth , woeri 
he had ail bys Hope , contented hym with 
that was teft behynde. Wihan his deare 
lonne Ueniſiimus was dead, he ſent fo 
the Peince Comode ins onely inhertto;, 
whicy lithe_tye cyiivs ps bzother was 
deade, entered not inte the Paſays. Aud 
the emperour ſeng the pꝛoud + ontragi- 
dus p92t of bis ſonne Comode , bedewed 
his epen with (alt teares , remembzing 
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the ſhame of the one, and the death of the 
other. The which percened by Fanftine 
dis mother, wyich loued him mos entire 
Iv, commaũded to haue her ſonne away 
from ths pzeſence of his Father,

D. iq. ſaw

places, clapping their handes , ſpeaking *' 


towde, and laughing excedinglye, the 
Which was no leſſe marked of ths Em⸗ 
perour, then bedolden. When ths feaſt 


was done, he called them afide,and ſaid: 


Friendes, let abide with me the pityfull 
Goddes, and let the god deedes go with 
vou. J haus choſen you to thentent that 
Foales ſhould be conuerted to wyſe men, 
but I ſæ wyke men become Foles. Do 
yc not know, that with the firs of myx- 
ture gold is d2zawen,and by the lightnes

Foz the ſimple martherer 
fleacth but one with his knife in his ans 
ger, but he that is wyle ſleaeth manxe 
with the euyl example of bis lining, Cu⸗ 
rioally A haue regarded, that Rome be⸗ 
ginnets to decline, when our Scnat fats 
leth of wyſe Senatours, and multiply- 
eth with theſe Serpentines The boly 
Senate was adozned with olde pzudent 
perſens: 8nd nok without tcarcs J lay 
at this hure it is ful ot ianglers 4 lyers, 
Auncientlp in the (chols of Ortece was 
taught onely woꝛds, leauing the works: 
D. liy. and 
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and then in Rome was fanght fo dos 
woꝛkes, and leaue wozdes: but nowe it 
is contrary, foʒ now in Greece the lyers 
and rangers are baniſhed, and hath ſent 
rhemto Rome, and Rome hath baniſhed *' 

and tent the good wyie men into Greece: 
and in this maner J deſtre rather to be 
vaniſhed into Grece wyth wyls men, 
then ta abide in Rome wich foles. To 
the p2aile of a god man, I ſweare to pou 
my Friendes, tgat whiielt J was pong, 
A laws min the Senate tac Philoſopher 
Criſippus, bzdugat vp wyth god Tra⸗ 
ian, (pcake often tymes, and he was lo 
ſwerte in hys wozpes, that many tymes 
he was heard moꝛe then tze Houres to⸗ 
gether, and he never ſpake woogy but it 
was of eternall mems2y , And when (os 
euer he went out ef the Senate, J neuer 
law hun do dede, whereby he deſerugd 
to haue grecuous papne. 

Certainly it was a marueplous thing 
fo ſee and hears the oſtunation ofhys go 
loquence, and the infampe of his perſon, 
All Kome was abached of bis bygh elg- 
quence, and all Rome and {talpe were 
llaundzed with his wicked wozkes, Lbs 
pzoſyerity of Rome dured thze bundzed 
peares, and ſo long Rome was Rome,

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as it had ſimplicitiein wozdes, and gra⸗ 
uitie in wozkes. One thing J ſhall fhew 
e ou, which is great confuſion ts them a⸗ 
lypue, and great admiration to them that 
be dead: that of all the auncient men J 
neuer read a lyght wozd that they ſpaks, 
1 noꝛ any geuyll dede that they did.

And on 
the Nut tress among theſweets ſeft lea⸗ 
ues, is nouriſhed the hard Nut , Appli⸗ 
ing this to our purpoſe, we haue ſeene a 
pit itul father, bzing foo2th a cruel ſonne, 
any a crecll father a pitifall ſonne . Hee 
that was learned amdg al other lcarnev, 
and renoumed among ali other renowned 
Lycurgus Ring of the Lacedemonians, 
in geuing his lawes in his realme „Are⸗ 
mẽber to baue read therin theſe Words: 
Ws commaund as kynges, and pzap 45 
men that all thing be fozgruen ts them 
that be old and bzoken, and to them that 
bs young and luftye , ts diſſimulate ſc; a 
tyme, andnothyng to be foꝛgeuen to de⸗ 
ry younge childzen. In good ſooth theſe 
were good wozdes ſpoken of ſuche a per - 
lon, and ſeemeth reaſon, Foz it is reaſou 
Dig. that 
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that the hoꝛſe that bath runne and paſſed 
his courſs of cariage, ſhould reſt him, and 
who that hatb paſſes righteonſlye , it is 
lultice ,thathe be ſuffered in reſt ; And 
the childe that wyll paſſe reaſon , ought 
to be refourmed, Cauſe him to bee al- 
Wales occupied in vertuous actes: Boz 
if the under ſtandpng bs dulled, and the 
body llouthful in ſuch an age, with great 
diſficultie wyl they dꝛaw to thinges that 
be ftraunge to their delectations, bicauſe 
that the lyghtnes is in the head, and rea⸗ 
ſon vnder the eyes . Mis youth wyll ds⸗ 
maund of yan ſome recreation, which ye 
wall conſider, ſo it be not to often, no; to 
ſeldome, Firlt that it be by reaſon ; Se⸗ 
condly that ther be taken in noble exerci⸗ 
les. Takt hcoede,foz A geus not my ſonue 
vnto you that ye ſhould geue him recres 
ation, but onely foz to teache him. The 
Hen bauing her egges vnder her wyngs, 
in thai ſcaſon gotth not abzoads in the 
pardes, and though the egges be not her 
owne, yet ſhe batchetb them, as if they 
wert her owne. Fo; this cauſe at thys 
tyinein Nome, of a hundzed Diſciples 
ninty comineth fozth without doctrine:

He had fonte Daughters by Faw 
fine his wpfs , Legitimats and Heyzes 
of the Empirs. Thys Emperour was 


ercedyng dilygent faz to nouriſhe bys fc 


Daughters. As ſone as anys of them 
were bazne,fazthwyth they were put to 


nourſe into ſume farme without Rem. 


He would neuer ſutfer any of hys Chyl⸗ 


dꝛen, Sonnes noꝛ Daughters to bs nou 
5 rifyed 
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Wiſhed wythin the walles of Rome, Nog 
onſent,that they ſhould ſucke the bzefts 
delicate women. Hs hated delicate and 
Faye Nurces, and they that were labo⸗ 
Fous,yemely and wholſem hs leute, e to 
bem x none 8ther he betooke his childze 
o nouriſh, ⁊ he would neuer agree, that 
Shey ſhuld be bzought dome to his houſe, 


thy 4 Ye was woont to ſays in bys ſpoz⸗ 


ing, J haue moze a doe tocontent theſe 
Durces , then to marrys my Daugb⸗ 
ers, Homers ſheweth that in Greece 
bere dped Arthemio, that was Kyngs 
f Argyne , without anpe ſonne to enhe⸗ 
te „and the Nurce that hadds nourri⸗ 
hed hym, wyth all her myght demaun⸗ 
deco the realme fo; a ſonne of bers, which 
padde ſucked of the ſame mylks ttat 
be ſayd kyng had vone: alledging, that 
pte they were bothe nourtſhed togi- 
her, and ſucked one mylke, that they 
both Could myerits ene realms, Thrs 
ayde Zornere , to repꝛeue the Nurſſes 
df Oceece whiche tooke moze pꝛeſump⸗ 
ion koz nourpcwynge of Pzinces, than 
Queenes did in bearing of them. Thet- 
[oe this noble Marcus Aurelius Cmpe- 
dur would not that bys daughters all 
ne ly ſhuld ſuck grelle and rude _— 
| ut 
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ſelues to ende in great perill. This aun 
ſwer was ſo excellent in fame, that it 
was euer taken fo2 a pꝛouerb in Rome. 
When the emperonrs daughters were 
of two yeare oide,incontinent hee pzonts 
ded women and Yayftrefſes fozto teach 
them. Scxtus Cheronenſe ſapth, that 
bee ſearched amenge the auncient Pas 
trones of Nome , whiche wers cleanef 
of lvfe , moſte eſteꝛmed of good fame, of 
nobleneſſe of blonde, of (ad wytte , and 
that had bene moſt vſcd in bzynging vp 
of Pʒince s chyldzen , Zhis Emperour 
was thoughtfall in the ozderynge and 
teaching of bis child en, that bee woulne 
haut no woman, but if ſhe were ol fifty 
peare of age at the leaſs, and, x. care a 
wyddow , and that (ke had nouriſhed a 
C. ehylszen, daupbters of Benateurg. 
zmagineng, that thre that bad medled 
in la man things of other mens, Mould 
not be ignoꝛãt in yer oben. Aiter that he 
had »zonwed theſe Paiſterſſes, he cauſed 
bis daugbters to bee baougbte fo they; 
houſes, 4 there gaue them their cbarge. 
And krom ths birth of any ot hes daugb⸗ 
ters, he woulde neuer conſent that ther 
ſhgulde come into hys Palais, tyll thep 
oulde haue bhouſbantcs , It chavnced 


that 
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that Fauffine the Tmp3efſs Chyldeb i 
naugihter , and ſhe beyng certyfied that 
t Was lyke her, and vorye fapze, moued 
woty & ot gart of womanhed, and with 
4 matherly affection, pꝛaped the Empe/

ard the chylde was (ofay;e and ſo lyke 
vnto them. The Emyerour aunſwered 
113apd : Fauſtyne, foz thoſe thinges 
gat all other haue ſapds to vou, doth it 
beſeme you to demaund this of me: But 
td at baue read in this caſe, and in other 
caſos haue ſeene , in no maner J oughte 
to condiſcend fherto . Do vau not knowe 
tyat the tyme that the daughter is nou 
rifyed in the hauſe, the Father is char 
ged with thought, the mother with wan- 
tan flatteringes, ennie to the bzetbzen, 
boldnes in the daughter, andſo!!» in the 
Nurce. Jwould werte et you, if (hee

And in theſe 
poyntes the Empersur Marcus bad a 
god reſpect to hape them: In walking 
god reſt: Jn ſpeaking,great elcquencc: 
In eafyng, great femperannce : In ans 
\weryng, great ſubtiltye : Jn bys ſen- 
fences and determinations great gra⸗ 
uitis. And therefoze in this caſe of ma⸗ 
ria ge he wasful of grauitie, fyl he was 
therem determined: And thys cnclys 
came not ef bim, but of other when they 
came to pꝛape hym. Jtbefell that in a 
real} of the god Janus, the Cmpereur 
goyng te the campe of Pars, vpon # 
laffy Yozſe fierce and flingyng, he * 
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ſo rudely with a trumpetour, that conr” 
ſed as a knight vpona bozſe, that wyth 
the firoke ofmoeting the Trumpetour 
was oaerth2zowen with his bozs, ſo that 
be was ſlaine, and the Cmperours hozs 
legge bzoken , and his own foote hurt, 

and his arme out of ioynts. Sogreatly 

enereaſed his burte, that be was in pa⸗ 

rel, Italp in heauines; am al Rome was 
in doubt of his life.

the determination that hee ſhould haue

tbe fourth day of May the great fealt of 
the Pother Vereinte, Pother of al the 


Covves, 
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Soddes. The ſacred Pꝛieſtes Flammes 
Diales wold haus bzongyt thither theſt 
Menũrels, Juglcrs, and Jeſters fo2 to 
reioyce the Feaſt, and contrarpwiſe the 
holye Aunnes Ueſtalles woulde haue 
done the ſame, ſo that variauncs fell be⸗ 
b wene them, ſome with fozce, and ſome 
with retiſtance, and ſome ran thither in 
kauszing of bath parties, and not a fem 
to depart them. The cruell and great 
nopſe of laughter amonge them was 
ſuch, that it turned the feaft ts wepings 
the pleaſures ints ſozrowes, and their 
ſonges into waylinges. This god Em⸗ 
perour laboured te appeaſe this farp of 
the people , and to ſet peace among the 
neighbours of Kame. When all was 
done, he made curious dilig rte toſearch 
aut al the Plaiers, Juglers and Jeſters 
of Rome, and in al the circuite of Jtaly, 
that they might be chaſticed, and Roms 
deliuered of them. And foz example to 
all the wszld, he ſent them ta the gate 
of Boſtis, and commaunded to ſet them 
in Gallies, and to baniſh them foz euer 
into the Jies of Weliſpont, which was 
accompitſhed as tze Empereur com⸗ 
maunded. And fro that day was neuer 
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as the Cmperour lyued. But if paſſed 
not two yeres atter his death, but they 
returned, when hys ſonne had the rule.

And the greateſt eupll of all eapls , is 
whan a perſon fo2cetteth that bee is a 
man, puttyng reaſon vnder fte, ſtrai⸗ 
ning his bande agayndt vertre, and let⸗ 
teth vyce rule tye bztdgll , Thys Emps⸗ 
rour Parcus Aurelius ſuſtepned ein bis 
life great glozy, in the eſchewing the vil⸗ 
lany of villaines: no lefſe merited hym 
meztal memozie, in ſuffering diuers dil- 
voneſties in the execution of hps ver⸗ 
tues. An vnfallible rule it is, among 


tit chil;enof vanitye : to childe tbe vp- 


ces of them that be vicious. And tbs 
vertues well incozpozate, nouritye mas 
nys enuious. They that be euil, bene al⸗ 
wapes double euil, becauſe thep bears 
ar mour defenſiue, to defend they? owne 
enyls ; and armes offenſius to aſſaple 
tbe god manners of other , The tronth 
is, if god men bs diligent to ſ@ks other 
tyat be god, ns leſſe oughte they fo; ts 
hide them lrom them that be yil ; Foz a 
— god 
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good man with one finger, hath power 
ouer al them that be vertuous,but foz to 
withſtande one pll perſon, he bath neede 
of hands, fate, aud frendes. And though 
Foꝛtune by yl! to good men, their own 
pꝛoper fame fall be ſpent as of raun⸗ 
gers. This good Cmperonr was ftrong 
in vertue, mæke in woꝛdes, attemptrate 
in his exreiſes, homely with every man, 
ſad among (ad men, daſtie among haftis 
men, mery with mere men, aud wyls as 
mong wyſe men, as it is couenable fo; a 
carteous Pzincs to be . And when theſs 
are app;oned in the laws of gnod men, 
by cleare vnde rKading,as wel hal they 
be condemned by them that haue pll ins 
tentions. Then as the coales cannot be 
in the embzes without ſparkes, noz coz⸗ 
ruption of the carton without ftentche, 
ne moe can hee that hath a wbole and 
s[care bart be, without enfs2cing him ts 
vtter louing woozdes . And de that hath 
an yll hart, alwates onercommeth other 
with wos;des ofmalyce , z it is cer⸗

And as in ſemblable thynges 
be wozthy men ſhew their wozthpnes, 
nd wyſe men their wyſedome, being 
pertuous in woozking, t wile in knows 
Jedging, were very wyſe in diſlumuling. 


One of the vertues p a wyſe man ongbt 
ohans( wherein he ſhall be knowen as © 
wyle ) is that be can ſuffer well. Fo2 8 


man that can ſuffer wel, was neuer but 
wyſe, and well manered,+ therewith to 
Juffer ſhe vertue of pll buſpneſle , is a 
byng reaſonable, of all reaſonable bea⸗ 
tes, and of them that be good, very god. 
and by contrarywyle, the man that can 
well ſuffer, thougbe it be in verye iuſt 
bynges, hopeth not to be well treated. 
And like wyſe as thys Cmperour Mar⸗ 
us in all vertues hath bene egall wpth 
ill the Empersurs of Nome, that haue 
bene, in thys vertue of ſufferannce bes 
bath ſurmounted all them of the wo2ld, 
Ve was woont to ſaye manye tymes , 


J hanenot attapned ts the Empyꝛe beg 
the @ciences that I haue learned _ — :

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Philſopbers , but by the paciencs that 
A bane had with them that wer frowari® 
and not learned. And this ſoemeth tot 
true, fo: offen tymes thys Cmperourf 
being with the Senate at Colliſee, oz thy 
Senate wyth bym in the bye Cappto 
be ſeyng in his pꝛeſence diners that pꝛai/ 
ſed him and other, that in bis abſence a 
mong the people blamed hym, and reby 
hed hym, bys attemperaunce it was 
grtat, and ſhewed hym ſelfe ſg iuſt with 
one and ather, that neither his friendes, 
that agreed with hym, were ſozrowkull, 
no: his ennemyes, foz any dyſfauonr, 
went awap complaining and angry.

an Rome wer reliened. The Romaines 
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Lo this God was dedicate a ſumptusus 
emple in Rome, which temple Numa 


Pompilius called it the temple of peace. 


And except the temple of Jupiter it was 


Holden in maſte reverence ok all other. 


Waben the Komaine emperour went oz 
ame to Rome, to vyſit the bygy Capp⸗ 


vas li oll, and the veſtall vzygins, fo:tbwith 


hey went to pꝛap, woꝛſhip, and to offer 
t the temple of Janus. The day of ces 
cb;ation of the (ayd feaft, all Rome re- 
opced, and put on them the beft clothes 
bat they had , bzennyng areat lyghtes 
neacry houſe ,and made manye playes 
of enferludes of teſtes , and ingglyng, 


watched al night in the temples , and 


siyuered all the pziſeners that were 
in pꝛilon fo2 debt, and payed the debtes 
with ths comon treaſure , They bad ta⸗ 
les wyth meats befoze they; dozes, in 
uche aboundaunce,that moze was lefts 
then eaten,wherwith all the poze folkes 


thoughts, that what ſo ener they ſpente 
that day, that the God Janus ( whych 
was god of tymes) weuld reward them 


double. The Romaines ſapd, that tbis 
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god Jauns was not vnkinde,nsz no nig 

garde, ſoz if they ſpent a little, ge would 
recompence them wah a greate dealt 
At tyys feaſte was made great JÞ;oce( 
fions, euerp ſozt of people by them ſolfe, 
the Senate went a part, the Pꝛieſtes 1 
parte: Wye Cenſoꝛes apart, the Ple⸗ 
beines apart: the Patrones and pong 
maidens by them ſeluss, and the ambaſ/Fi 
ſodours went in Pzoceſſion with ail the 
captiues and pziſoners, Thus thei went 
eier two and two, the end of one com 
panys was the begynnyng of an other, 
And thus out of the temple Janus they 
went about al. the temples of Rome, | 
ſa out er Poꝛte latyne, in to the fieldss, 


and rounde about the walles of Rome pe 


And becauſe te circuite of Nome was 

great, toe Pzocellſions went but fro one 

gate to an other, ſo that towarde nygbt 

all the Paeceſſions of Reme had gone : 

Am 

that dane thep returned all into the tem 

ple that they came out of , and there of 

ſered eche one as they migyt, And in the ſk 

ſapd ꝛoteſſions it was ot cuſtome that 

the emperours went accompanied wyth Þ 
the ſenatours: but tyys good emperour 
was (8 familier, that he woul de honour 
. ad 
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and accompany tuery man. It was xe 
i uſtoemed in Rome, that en the ſayd day 
be Emperour would weare bys robe 
nd Mantel imperial, and all pziſoners 
nd taptines that might touch bim with 
heir hand, were delpuered, and all treſ⸗ 
paſſours were pardoned, and baniſhed 
olke were fo2zgcuen, and called agayic. 
and this Emperour to vſe his clemen⸗ 
ie, and to leaue after hym a perpetuall 
nemo2ye , left the Pꝛoceſlion of Sena- 
22s, without any gard went the P2o- 
cfſion with pꝛyſoners 4 captiues. Lhe 
which doyng was occaſion to leaue bes 
ind him perpetual memo2y of him ſelf, 
nd great crample of clemency and low 
mes to the Pzinces fo2 to tome. Bow 
ge it there is nothinge ſo well dene of 
zem that be good, but fegt with it hal 
be contraryed of them that be yll ; And 
berefoze this example was ſo much dil⸗ 
zaiſed of them that were vll, as pꝛaiſed 
ind allowed of them that were good. 
And in }ykewyſs as amonge them that 
ve good, there is one noted to bee pure 
good, ſo amoug tgem that be pil tbere is 
nt noted to he right vl: and that wozſe 
s, that the vertuons perſeu eücemeth 
(the glozy of hes vertue ſo great, ag 
ths 
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ths malicious perſon by hys malice 
ſhamed, This is ſayd, becauſe ther ware 
a Donato; in the Senate named Fulu 

us, which was as blacke by his malicꝭ gl 
as whyte by bes beares. Mee labour r 
ſoꝛs in the dates of Adzian to haue bene 
Emperour, and had Parcus alwaye 

as Competitour, And as it is a natura 
thing to them that haus eupll vartes u 
Wwe they2 malice in (mall tbynges, 
this Emperour did neuer no god thin 
openly, but this Fuluins would grudg#b 
therat ſecretly. And though this Emy@v! 
rour was greatly pꝛaiſed foz the deli 
ring of pꝛiſeners, pet the ſayd Senatoſ#) 
could not haue the pzudence fo; to (ulſif 
fer it, and ſo part in mockerpe, arid part 

in carneſt he ſayd theſe woszdes to th 
Emperour in the Senate: Aby gencliif 
thou thy ſelfs to all men:

J meane that all the wozkcs of 
tze Emperour in Rome, bene ſtrapght 
way knowen in all the earth. J beleue 
that this day J bane bene iudged of bu⸗ 

main malice, foꝛ accompanying the pꝛo⸗ 
cellion of the Captiues, and that & ſuffe- 
red them to touch me, that ther mygyt 
entop the pꝛiuilege of libertie : J yclde 
and geue great graces to my Gadves of 
my good happe, becauſe they haue made 
me pyttyfull foz ts delpuer Pziſoncrs, 
and not cruell as a Tpꝛant, foz to make 
them bond that be fr.

At is 
reaſon now to ſhewe how this Empe⸗ 
rour by hys great pꝛudence compaſſed 
and diſpatcyed the great and houge bu- 
ſynes of the Empire, the particulari- 
ties st his Youſholde , the recreation of 
bys 
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bys perſon, ths exerciſe of hys Eudics, 
the infilaite reaſonpng with one and o⸗ 
ther, wythy ſuch payne taking, and in ſo 
ſheꝛt tyme. Me was ſo apt and wel ads 
niſed, that by hem there was no tyme 
vil ſpent. No2 neuer failed to diſpatche 

the baſyncs of the Empire. 
And becau(s the tyme is glozyous of 
bym that glozyvulys ſpendeth it, and 
that time is accarged, and to cur great 
damage, that wethout pꝛoũte to other 
pafſ*th, leauyng vs ignozaunt as bzute 
beaſtes: Ye departedths tums by tunes, 
the oder whereaf was thus : Oc ici

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N the years of the foundacion of 
Noms. vij.hundzed and twenty, and 
in the. xlj. years ofthe age of Par- 
cus the Emperour, and two yeares be- 
fo;e be toks poſſcſſion of the Empire, 
the ; xx. daye of the moneth Sextilis, 
which now is ealled Auguſt, about the 
time ofthe ſunne ſetting , in tbe rtalme 
of Sptill, then called Trinaerie, in a 
Citie called Belline , on the ſea nowe 
named Palerne,a Pozte of the ſca, ther 
chaunced a thyng rygyt peryllous ta 
them that ſaw , and no leſſe fearefull 
to them that ſhall heare it nowe. as 
they af Beollyne o2 Palerne wers then 
celebꝛating a Feaſt with great iope: fo 
the gladnefſs that their Pyzates had d⸗ 
nercome the armye of the Numidians, | 
and had taken tenne of their-(yps, and 
calt.rrry. perſons into the ſea, becauſe 
at that time they were ennemies eche to 
other, and fo: the pll wozkes they dyd, - 
were (hewed the great paſſions that 
paſfcd among them. And as it is the cu⸗ 
tome, the thingthat.theſe Pyzates got 
on the ſea, they parted it among them 
all when they came home. And when 
they come to land, they ſpende that mes 
rely,that they gat with great _— 
L.j. 
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god and yl harts are app lied. The gov 

men baus great defirg to their trium⸗ 

phes,and couetons men to they; lucrs 
and wynning. Thus men ougbtts bs 
belsued, tyough ſhoꝛt ly after thet ought 

to be abhozred , And alſo they ought ts 

be abhozred as though fhoztly after thei 

ouight to be beloned , Thus then the go⸗ 

uernours of ths ſayd Cytie, esmmaun⸗ 

ded all the ſayde Gyppes to bee ſcque- 

ſired in totheyz owne handes, to the 

intent that they Choulds not bee (olde, 
ns; the couetous people te baus the 

aduantage in the bying ol them. The 

cauſe was,foz the cuſtome c7irve men of 
the ples was, that all thinges ſiould be 
kept together vnto the ende ofthe war, 

oz at leaſt tyl they had peace. This was 
a tui law: Foz many creatures is mad 
Redfallt appointmentes bet wene great 
enemies, and not all oncly foz the aun⸗ 
cient batred, but alſo fo; lacke of ritchcs 
to ſatiſfye the pzeſent domages. Than 
as al the people were withdzawen into 
then houſes aboute ſupper time, foz it 
was ſenuner, ſodenly ther came a Pon⸗ 

ſter into the myddeſt of the cytie, after 
this ſhapz ; He ſeemed to beof * cus 
tes 


At is a thing woll to be noted, howe all 
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bifes ot beygbt, and he bad but one eye 
his bead was all pplled, ſo that his cull 
myght be ſ&ne : Vs had no eares, but 
that a little of his necke was open, wher 
by it ſeemed that he heard: He had two 
croked hoznes as agote, his right arme 
was longer then the lraft, bys bandes 
were like hozſes fete, be bad no thzote, 
bes necks was egall wyth bys head, his 
Qhoulders did ſhine like pitch, his bzeaft 
and flomacke was all rough of beare, 
his face was like a man, ſaue it had but 
oue eye in the mydſt of the foꝛebead, and 
had but one noſethzyll, from the walle 
downward he was not ſæne, fo2 it was 
couered. Ye ſat inachariot with ſcure 
wheles, wherat were two Lyons faſte⸗ 
ned togethcr befoze , and two Bares 
bebhynde, anv.it coulde not be detarmi⸗ 
ned whereof the chariot was made, but 
there was no difference in faſhion ther⸗ 
of, and other that were vled cemmonty. . 
In the myddeſt of the (ayd chariot was 
acaud;onipke a table, with two eares, 
wyercia the ſapde Panſter was, and 
tyercfaze it was ſene but fro the gyzdle 
ſterde vpwards, He went about in the 
City from gate to gate a long (pace , ta- 
Ring aut ſparcles of firs . Tye fire was 
Ly, ſo 
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ſo great,fhat diuers women With child 
were deliuered with great perill , and 
other that were weakeharted, fell in 
ſwowne . And all the people great and 
ſmall, leſſe and moe, ranne to the tem- 
ples of Zupiter, Sars, and Phebus,ma- 
king impoztunate cryes and clamours, 
And the ſame ſeaſon ,all the ſayde Py- 
rates were lodgedin ths gouernours 
palais named Solin. Be was of the na- 
tion of Capue, and there was all the rit- 
cbes kept. And whan this Ponſter had 
bene oaer all the citie with his charyot, 
then the Lyons r Beares bzonght him 
to the palais where the Pyzates were, 
and being verpe nygb to the gates that 
were faſt cloſed, the Monſter cut an ears 


ok one of the Lyons, and with the blend 


thereofhe wꝛote theſe letters. KR. A. 8. 
P. I. P. Theſe letters were a pꝛefe to 


all them of bygh ſpirite to geue detla⸗ 


racion of them: and there were mo've- 
claracians then ther were letters. But 
finally a woman diuinereſſe, o2 contra- 
rie, a ®othſaycr,that was bad in great 
reputacion foz her craftes, made the ve⸗ 
ry declaracion ofthe layde letters, (ay- 
ing thus: KR. Reddite. A, aliena, S. Si 
vultis. P. Propria. I. ** pace. P. pollidere 
Which

Which alfogether is to ſaye: Render 
that partayneth to other, if that ye wyl 
in peace poſſeſſe your own , Durely the 
Pirates were ſoze afrayd of that dzead- 
full commaundement , and the woman 
was greatly pꝛapſed fo2 ber digb decla- 
ration. Thenfozthwith the ſame night 
the Ponſter went into an bygy moun⸗ 
taine, called as then Janicia, and there 
by the ſpace of thz@ dayes was in the 
ſygot of all the Citie, and in that ſeaſon 
the Lyons made ſtrong rozing and hom 
ling, and the Beares and Ponfter dpy 
caſt out great fearfull flames. And alt 
that ſeaſon there neither appeared byzd 
in the ape, nog beaſt in the fieldes : and 
al the men offeredgreat ſacrifices to the 
Gods in ſuch wyſe, that they bzake the 
baines of their handes and fete, and of- 
fered their bloud, to ſe if they might ap- 
peaſe their Gods. After the thze daycs 
paſſed,ſovainly appeareda cloud blacke 
and darke vpon the earth, and it began 
to thunder and lyghten, wyth a great 
earthquake, ſo that many houſes fell in 
the City, and many of the dwellers any 
Cifizens dyed. Aud then ſodainly there 
tame a flame of fpꝛe from the Poulter, 
an bzent all the palais where the ſayd 
A. ih. Py* 
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Pyzates were, and the ryfchos that 
were in it: ſo that all was conſumed in 
it, pea the very ſtones , And the domage 
was ſo great, tgat ther fel mo then two 
thanſand houſes, And there died as god 
as. x. tyouſand perſons, Ant in the ſame 
place orc the top of the muuntain wher 
as the Monſter was, the Emperour 
commaunded to evifisa Temple to the 
God Jupiter, in memozye of the ſame- 
Dfthe which temple the Emperour A⸗ 
lexander hauing war wyth tbem of the 
realme, made a lkrong Caſtell.

EV Vhatbcfcll to a Citizen of Rome 
inthe tyme of thys Empe- 
rour Marcus, 


He ſame tyme that this aduen⸗ 

; ture chaunced in that Ale, there 
was dwelling in the ſame City 

a Romaine named Antigone, a Lozds 
ot nodle bloud,and ſomewhat entred in 
age, and about two yeare befoze, be, hys 
Wyfe ,and a Daughter of hys were 
baniched Rome, and not hys Sonnes. 
Wye occaſion was this: There was an 
aũtient laudable cuſtome, ſittʒ Quintus 
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Cincinatus Dictatour , that two of the 


auncient Senatours together ſhould go 


with the Cenſs; newly created, and the 
olde in the moneth of December, fo; to 


vilite all Rome: and they to tall enerye 
Romaine a parte alone, hewinge hym 


the. rij. tables of their lawes, and parti⸗ 


culer decrees of the ſenate, demaunding 
of them ik they knewe anye neyghbour 
in their quarter that had bzbken therſe 
la wes: And ifthey did, it oulde be in⸗ 


koꝛmed to the Senate. And there altege- 
ther to ozdaine puniſhment , accozdyrig 
to the diuerſttie cf the faultes that they 
bad committed. And the faults cemmit⸗ 
fed that pꝛeſent yere,thei might not cha⸗ 
fiſe,but to aduertiſe them to amend af- 
ferwarde , And all ſuche as were once 
warned, t in the nerte viſitation found 
full vnamended, to be greeuoull y punp⸗ 
ched, t ſometime baniſhed, Thele were 
the wozdes ofthe law in the. v. table and 
third chapter : It is oꝛdayncd by the 
boly Senate, by conſent of blyſiull men 
recziuing tie evncient conſents , that if 
men being men in ons yeare do tcelpas, 
the men as men foz the ſayd ycareſhall 


dillemble aud fo2beare: but if they that 


be yll as vll do not amend, they that bee 
I. liiz. god 
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god, as cod ſhal chaſtice them. Alſs the 
ſaid law ſayth , ths fyzſt faultes are ſul⸗ 
ferod, becauſe they are commited wyth 
weaks ignozance : but if they continus 
them, that they bee chaTyced becauls 
they: yll commeth of louth aud malyce. 
This inquiſition was euer made in the 
moncth of December , becauſe that 
ſ@ne after in the moneth of Januarie, 
the officers of Rome were deuided. And 
it was reaſon that they ſhoulds knows 
to whom they ſhould geue oz deny their 
dignities, to the entent that god Gould 
not be choſen in ſteed of yll, no; the yl in 
ſtede of god, Lhe particular cauſe why 
they banifhed the man and hys wyle, 
with their daughter,was thys: The ſe⸗ 
cond Emperour of Nome Auguſt ozdet- 
ned, that none ſhould be ſs har dy to piſſs 
at any does of the temples : and Caly- 
cnla,the, tity , Cmpcrour commaunded, 
that no women ſhould geue any ſedules 
to hange about the peoples neckes , to 
heale the feuer quartaine , And Cato 
Cenſoꝛʒine made a lawe, that no young 
man noꝛ yong maiden ſhould ſpeake to⸗ 
get her at the conduites 02 welles,wher 


they fetchod water, noz at the rpuer 


whycre they waſhed their clothes, noz at 
the 
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: the duens where they baked bzead , be- 


cauſe all the young people of Nome that 
wers wilde 4 wanton,ran euer thythcr. 
Ho it be fel, that as the Denſo2s 4 Con- 
ſuls viſited the quarter called Pounte 
Celio,thers was a dweller named Anti⸗ 
gonus accuſed,that he was ſene piſſing 
againſt the temple wall of Pars: aud 
hys wife was accuſed, that che bad ſolde 
ſedules foz feuer quartamnes : and lykes 


wyſe his daughter was accuſed, that ſhe 


was ſene at the conduites, ryuers, and 
ovens ſpeaking and laughing with pong 
men of Kome : The which was a great 
ſhame to the maydens of Rome . When 
the Senſoꝛs ſeing the pl oꝛder that they 
bad founve in the houſe of the ſayde An⸗ 
tigone by the Regefters, by due exami⸗ 
nation, beyng warned afoze, they wers 
baniſhed into the Ales of Cicill , ſo long 
as it Moulds pleaſe the Senate. And 
lyke as in edyfices ſumptuous, and of 
great e ſtimatid, one ſtont is not decaicd 
02 w2ithed out, without ſhakpng o2 mo- 
uyng of an other: euen lykewyſe it is in 
tbe chaunces of men, foz commonly ons 
vnhappinss channceth not, but another 
foloweth . Aud J ſay this becauſe Anti⸗ 
gone lofi not onely his henour & _ 

ut 
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but alſo he was baniſhed, and beſide that 
by the trembling of the earth his bouſe 
fel down, and ſlew a welbeloued daugh⸗ 
ter of hys. And all the wbyle that thys 
was done at Nome, and that that befell 
of the Ponſter in Dicill, Parke the Em⸗ 
pcrour was in the warres agapnſt the 
Arrogons, and ther he receiued a letter 
from Antigone, wherein he rehearſed 
his baniſhyng: whoreof the Empergur 
bad great compaſſion, and to comfozt 
him ſent bim another letter,

Ota great peltilence that was in 
Italye in chis Emperours 
tytne. 


Jue pears after the death of Anfo- 

nye the meeke, Father in law to 

Parcus Aurslias, and Father to 
Fauſtine, there fell a peſtilence in Jta- 
Ipe,andit was one of the fpue great pe- 
ftitences among ths Romapne people. 
Lhis moztalitie durcd the ſpace of two 
peares, and it was vniuerſall thzough-s 
out all Atalp, to the great domage and 
feare of all the Romarnes. Fo; they 
thought the Gods would haus —_ 
tycm, 
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them, foꝛ ſome diſpleaſure tbat they had 
done againſt them. There dyed ſo ma⸗ 
ny as well ol great eftate, as ritche and 
pe, great and ſmull, pong and old, that 
the wꝛiter had leſſe trauail to w2ite the 
(mall number of them that were left a⸗ 
liue, then to wꝛite the multitude of them 
that were dead. Lykoas when a great 
building wyl fall, firſt ther falleth ſome 
ſtone : ſo likewiſe the Romaines neuer 
bad ns great peſtilence in their time, but 
fir ſt they were thzeatned with ſome to⸗ 


ken, ſigne, oz pꝛodigie fro heauen. Two 


yeare befoze that Hannibal entred into 
Italp, in an euening when the weather 
was cleare and faire, ſodainly it rayned 
bloud g mtlks in Rome. And it was de⸗ 
clared by a woman, that the bloud beto- 
kened cruel war, and the milk a moztal 
peffilence, When Scilla returned from 
Cbampain, to put Parins bis ennempe 
out of Rome his men of war e knightes 
ſawe in the night a fountayne that ran 
bloud, 4 whoſoener was bathed therin, 
ſesmed to be poyſoned with venim. Df 
the which pꝛodigie folowed,that of. ij. C. 
and fifty thouſands dwellers in Rome, 
what with them that dyed w the ſwo3d, 
and other conſumed by 8 — 
a conlu⸗ 
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conſumed with Scilla, and ot them that 
fled with Marius, of the ſaid great mul⸗ 
titude of Komaines, ther abode aliue no 
mo but.xl.P.perſons . Certainly Rome 
neuer receiued ſo great domage in. vj.c. 
peares befoze,as tbey did by their owne 
pꝛoper people. Allths tiraunts wer ne⸗ 
uerſocrusll againſt ſtraunge landes, as 
the Komaines were then agamf[ they3 
owne pꝛoper landes. And this ſemeth to 
be true, becauſe the ſame day that Scilla 
paſſed thzough Rome wyth bis bloudy 
ſwoꝛde, a Captazneof bys ſayd ts bym: 
Dir Scilla, if we lea the that bears ar⸗ 
mour in the feldes, and them that beare 
no armour intheir bhouſes, wyth whom 

ſhall we liue? J coniure the by the high 

gaddes, ſithe we be bozne of women, let 

vs nat flea the women, and ſithe we bs 

men, let vs not flea ths men. Thou thin⸗ 

keff that in lcaing all the Romaines, to 

make a common wealth of beaſts of the 

mountaines. Thou entreft with a crie, 

to defend the comon wealth, and to put 

out the tyzauntes that deſtrop the com⸗ 

mon wealth, and we do remain tirants 

our ſelues. Co mine vnderſtading,that 
Capitain merited as great glozy foz the 
god wozbes that hee ſpake, as Scilla, 
dio 
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did merite chafticement fo; the cruelfis 
that be did. This we haue ſayd becauſe 
yp zreſuch damages did fall, there appea⸗ 
red befoze certaine pzodigies t tokens, 
No leſle tokens was ſhewed befoze the 
moztalitie that fell in the tyme of this 
god Emperour, the which was a fear- 
ful thing. The caſe was ſo: On a dap as 
the Empereur was at the temple of the 
virgins Ueftales, ſodenlye there centred 
in two Bogges,and ran about bis fœte, 
and there fell down dead. And on a no- 
ther day as hs came from the bigh Ca- 
pitoll, foz to haue gone ont of p gate ©a- 
larte, he faw two Kytes iopning toge- 
ther with their talantes: g ſo fell down 
dead at the emperours feets. And within 
a\h9:t while oz ſeaſon after, as the ſayd 
emperour came fro hunting, bis hoiides 
runninge at a wylde beaſt , as hee gaus 
two greyhoũdes that be loved wel was 
ter to dꝛinke with bis owne handes, ſc⸗ 
denlys they fell downe dead at bis fete. 
Then he remembziug the Swyne , the 
Izytes, and the Grethoundes dead ſo ſo⸗ 
denlp, be was greatly diſmaied, and aſ- 
ſembled all his P2teſts, Magiciens, and 
diuines, demaundiug what they ſayd to 
the pꝛodigies. And they by theſe thinge's 
paſſed 
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paſſed, iudged the diede pzeſenf, and de⸗ 
termined that wythin two yeares ths 
Gaps would ſends great and græusus 
puniſhmentes ts Rome. Then within 
Qs:t whyle after there began a war a- 
gain the Parthes, whereby ther fel the 
yeare aſter great famine and peſtilence 
among the Ramaines, The peſtilence 
came with ſozes vader the armepyts, ſo 
that al the Senate fled away,+ the Cm- 
perour alone abode ſtyll in the Capitol. 
Lhe the aire began to be ſo cozrupt, that. 
though be eſcaped the peſtilence, pet he 
was vered with hot feuers. MAberfoze 
be was faine to leaue Rome, and went 
ants Thampain,and finally in ths city of 
Naples hs madobys abode duryng the 
tuns that the peſtilence was in Rome. 


¶ The. xxix. Chapter. 

How Marcus anſwered his Phiſici- 

ons,that would hauchim 

leauc his ſtudy. 

Ys Emperour being in the ſayd 
City of Naples, where as other 
ſought paſtimes to coſerue their 
lyues, toys Emperour sccupped hym 
ſelf in bokesto augment ſcience. A 
man could do him no better ſeruice then 
to 
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fo ſetcke to get hym a newe boke: Not 
ſuche as was wzytten in bys time, but 
ſuche as were foꝛgotten faz age. This 
Emperour was not onely aloner of ola 
and antike bokes , but alſo of auncient 
ſtozies, and ſet very great Coze by them. 
And be thus bring in the city ſicke e ve⸗ 
ry ill at taſe, t bers was b2ought to hem 
out of a Citye of Aſia, called Helia, by 
certaine Bebzewes , akoke wzyttenin 
Vebzew,+he toke ſuch pleaſure in that 
hoke, tbat oft times be would leane Lis 
meate and go toſtudy : and fe; all that 
bs was in his hots feuer , be would not 
leaue to reade,foz all that the Phiſicions 
warned bym , and hys krpendes pꝛapes 
hun, and they that wer about hum couns 
(ailcd him, and demaunded hun, wby bg 
left to pꝛocure the helth of bis perſen in 
ſo muche reding. Ve anſwered : By the 
Goddes that we honour 4 coniure peu, 
and fo; the frienbſhyp that is beiWceng 
vs, A pꝛay you let me alone ; Pe knows 
wel, that ſuche as are of a delicate b!gun 
haue not ſo muche ſolicitude, ss the ru⸗ 
ſticall people,that baue harde ſynewes, 
and be of a moze harder cöplexien. Ling 
maner they of clert vnder ſtanding baue 
ute de ol other me dicines, and ic be bea⸗ 
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led with other ſpꝛops then they of groſe 
vnder landing. This is the difference 
that J haue of either of them: The Adi⸗ 
ot kes psth dyet from bewkes, andrefteth 
on his meats; and the wyſe man abhozs 
reth meate ,and dzaweth bym to bys 
bokes. It they knew that knowe not 
wyat thing knowledge is, J ſweare to 
vou they ſhould ſ& what auaileth moze 
the ip(tle knowledge that a wyſe man 
bath,then the great ritches of the ritche 
man. az the-miſerable ritche perſon, 
the moze that he encreaſeth in rytcbes, 
ths moge he diminiſheth infriendes,and 
groweth in enemies to bis domage: and 
be that is witty, the wiſer that he is, ths 
better be is beloned of th that be god, 
and feared ef them that be vl foz his pꝛo⸗ 
fit . Dneof the thinges whereinA bolve 
my ſelt᷑ moſt bound to the Gods is this, 
they haue cauſed m2 to compas the fime 
as I haue done, the whichis not a little 
gyft foz a man to lyus in this wozld. 4 
ſap it is, becauſe J haue had great com - 
paſſion of the pœꝛe, that be very pooze, 
of widowss, of them that be ſozrowfull 
and vnhappy,and of Dzphelinges, But 
without compariſo J haue bad greateſt 
compaſſion of them that lacks _ 
| dge. 
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ledge. Foz the Gods mak | 
rant by natarallitie , inygbt haue made 
them gods by cunning and knowledge: 
and as ſlouthful men are tamed t made 
leſſe then men, by thop2 neglygence, ſo 
certainly bleed is he, that is not cõtent 
to be a man,, unt if he pzocure to be moze 
then a man byhys vertue. Aud curſed 
is that man, that knoweth not to be a 
man, but maketb bim ſelle leſſe than a 
man by his vyce. By the tuvgemit of al 
Poiloſophers, there is but one, that is 
the irt cauſe, which is one god immoz⸗ 
call, and it there be. diners godbes in the 
beauens, it is becauſe there are drutrs 
vertues in tha earth. And in the wozlve, 
that is paſt, when tie ſimple men were 
ſeruantes and bonde men, and tbe god 
men rulers and gouernaurs, they were 
th*ſo eflemev, bicauſe they wer knowch 
and renoumedfo; their god wozkes in 
their lyfe. So that they were holden and 
reputed as gods after their death: This 
is the ryght rewarde, that commeth of 
vertue. It is athing conſonant to re&- 
ſon, that tbey that be god among ſo ma⸗ 
nie vll in this lyfe , che ud be greatly ho- 
noured among the Ooddes after they: 
death, Ys ar not wel contet with me bi 
P.]. cauſe 
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cauſe I am alway readpng: But I am 
wozls content witd vou, becauſe I m⸗ 
uer ſee boks in your handes. Ye thinks 
if great trauaile te a ſicke man to reds, 
and Jreputeit a very perillons thyng 
fo: a whole man, to reſte and be ydl. 
Ps ſays , my readyng is caule of my fe- 
ner quartain in my fleſh: and Jſay,that 
vdelncſle ingendv2eath great peftilence. 
Sitbe JI may p2ofit by my bokes, let no 
man haut compaſſton of my trauaple. 
Foz I deſire rather to die as a wiſe per⸗ 
ſsn amgng wiſe men, then to liue igno⸗ 
rantly amõg men A demaund one thing 
ol you: a man, pzeſuming tobe a man, x 
is not lerned, what differ ce is betwens 
Him and other beaftes z Certainlye ,rhe 
beafſtes are moze pzofitable to labeur 
the earth ,then ſymple perſcns bre to 
ſerue the common wealth. A pœetr Dre 
geueth his ſuin to make fhone, his fliſh 
fo be eaten, and his ſtrength to labour: 
and a pw;e ſymple ſhæpe doth pꝛekpte, 
bis fleece and wol to make cloth, x kts 
mylke to make cheeſs., Wut what pꝛeſi⸗ 
feth a fœliſh ideot ma? Nothing, but ol⸗ 
fendeth ß Gods, ſclaũdereth innecents, 
rateth the bead of other, and is chicks 
headt ot racabeundss, Df treuth it it lay 
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in my bandes to do, J bad rather geue 
lyfe to a mpls Dre,then to a malicious 
Adeot: Foz the beaſt liueth foz the vt ili⸗ 
tie of diners , without doyng domage to 
any other,+ the ſumple ideot man liueth 
fo the damags of all otber, and witheut 
p:ofite of any perſon . Therfoze thincks 
well,why 5 am not pleaſed wyth them 
that be ignezant, endloue them that be 
learned, Parke firs what J ſhall ſhcw 
yon : That man ſæmeth good, that is 
merke and gentle of condition, ſofte in 
we2d2s, reltfallin his perſan, asd gras 
cisus in connerſation , And contrarp⸗ 
wyſe, that parſon ſoze diſpleaſcth me, 
that is churpe of woꝛdes, ſoꝛe moued in 
bis ws;kes, ryefous in bis condicions, 
double of bis pamiſe, and hard harted. 
Alſa I ſay, that if any tbyng want in a 
wyſe man by nature, he ſupplicth it bp 
ſcience, and bs that is ignozant and *o- 
liſh, if he want diſcretion, he ſupplyckh 
it wyth hys malice , And truft lurs lpe, 
that 8 woztbys vertuous man tzertby 
becommetu wyle, and be ig {6 ber tru⸗ 
led: And he that is of avother maner, 
beware of bym ,fa2 be gorth about to 
(eil bys malice , Be that wyll begvle an 
ether, the firſt thyng tbat he toty is, be 
Py, cheweth 
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cb werb bim ſelfe to be fimple and igno⸗ 
rant: Fs: A man being in credence may 
ſone ſpzead abzod bis malice , The Po- 
thes and ſoft woꝛmes krrate the cloths, 
and the Canker wozme pearſeth the 
bone, and flattering men begyle all ths 
wn. Et |

Ve ſayy Emperour following bis 

purpoſe,ſayds : Friendes, behold 

bows great demage ignozaunce 
doth fo all men: And though if bee do- 
mageable to cut ry man, yet it is moſt 
burtfuiltoe a Pzince, which ought not 
onely to be centent te knowe as mucbe 
as any tber wyſs perſen knoweth, but 
to know that euer man knoweth, ſithe 
be is Loꝛd auer allotter. To my tadge- 
ment theſe Pzinces are not choſen, that 
they Choulde cate moge micats then all 
other, no; to bee apparelled rytcbelper 
then all other ,no; ts runne faſter then 
all other ; vut with pꝛeſuppoſicion, that 
they ougyt to know moze then al ofher. 
When à Pzincs well 3 = 
 tentyys 
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ſenſualitie, then he oughte to regards 
that his perſon be right beneſt, and re⸗ 
membze this wozd, that is: The great⸗ 
fer that a P;zince is of pawer aboyus 9- 
ther, the moze ought he to be vVortugus 
abouc al other. Foz certainly the great- 
ted infamp is, to ſ a man molt mighty 
and moſt ritch avoue all otter, and then 
ts be knowen an ideot, + lele of know- 
lage then other. Al defautes ina gouer⸗ 
nour 8 bozne ſaue ignozannce: foz 
ignozancs in a Þaince ,is a ſtroke of pe⸗ 
ſtilence: and it ſlraeth diners, and infec- 
teth all perſons , and vnpeopleth ths 
raalme,chaſeth aways frendcs, and ge- 
usth hart to enemies of ſtr aũge nacions 
that wer in dzead, and finally domageth 
bis perſon, and ſclaund2eth every one, 
4 Whsa Camill triumphed oner the 
Frencymen,the day of bis triumpbe be 
wor theſt modes in the capitell: O 
Rome tou baſt bone mother ot all wiſe 
men, and Stepdame to all Foles. 
ELyeſs wers wozthy woꝛdes of ſuche 
a Loꝛde. And but if my remembzannce 
begils me, certainly Roms was moze 
renoumed fo: wyſe perſons that cams 
ſypthec , then fo; the feates of war that 
were ſeat from thencs. Dur auncient 
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Romaynes were mo2e feared fo; theyz 
wiſdome and knowledge, then foz their 
conqueffes, All the earth fcared them 
mo2e that turned leaues of bookes in 
Nome, then tbem that wer urmed with 
armour, oz that cauſs Roms was nes 
ner vanquiſhed ; and though thepz ar- 
mies were deuided and bzoken, yet they 
neuer lacked wyſe men. J cannot ſap 
it without teares, Nome is fallen from 
the moſt hepgbt ot her eſtate , not foz dey 
fault of moncy and armes fo; to fygbt 
with all, but foz lache of wyſe men and 
vertuous fo2 to goutrne. Dur fozefas 
thers wan lle men, and we (&ſs lyke 
{imple ebildzen All thinges that are de- 
ſiredof men, ther attayne by trauaple, 
ſufains with thaught, and depart from 
wyth great annoyaunce. And the reas 
ſon is thys : There is nothyng ſo good 
no; ſo we!bcloned , but the courſs of 
teme cauſsth vs to leaue it, and to dyſ⸗ 

24iſs and abhog re it, oz ſo wo be weary 
thereof. This ts the vayne vanitye of 
ty weꝛlde, and loft tyme loft, faz wyth 
their rong dgftres they de refrain their 
deſtres. They would often tymes at⸗ 
taine a typng , rakter they Rudy how to 
ge ther 773 agame. And pet to ſhow far? 
ther 
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ther their lyghtnes , that that coll much 
they geue fo; alitle pʒice. That that they 
leut at ont time, they hate at an other: 
and that that they with great ſtudy aud 


labour haue attayned, with great fury 


they fozget . And me thynketb thys is 
the oꝛdinaunct ofthe Gods: that he that 
loueth, Wall take an ende: and the time 
that we are in, hal haue an end: and it 
thar is loued ſhall end: Then it is reg 
ſon that the loue, wher with we do loue 
Hal end in likewiſe. Thus aur appetite 
is ſo diſhoneſt, that in ſeing we deſire it, 
and indeũring we pꝛocure it, and in pꝛo⸗ 
curing we attaine it, and in attayning 
we abyozre it, and in the abhozring we 
leaue it, and then fozthwith agayne we 
pzocnre an other thing, x that new pꝛo⸗ 
curing we abbozre again: in ſuch wiſe 
tba when we begmne to lous a thing, 
then we fall againe to hate it, and in ths 
falling to hate it, we begyn agaxne to 
loue an other thing. Do thus fpnallys 


eur lyfs doth end, crs our couetiſe doth 


leanevs , It is not thus of wyſedome 
knowledge, the which, if it once enter 
into a mans hart, it cauſcth hum to ſoʒ⸗ 
get the trauail that he toke in the attri⸗ 
nuig therof , fo; he taketb the time pate 
P. iih. Ag 
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us gend, aud eniopeth with rightfull ioys 
the tyme pꝛeſent, and bateth ydelnefſe, 
Noz he is not contet with that ho knows 
eth, but infozceth his appetite, ta know 
moze, louinge that other leaneth : aus 
leauing that other leueth . Finally, be 
that is perfitlys wiſe , ſpozteth in this 
wozld with trauaile, and in trauailing 
in bokes is hys ret. Wis bane not to 
ſay of all thinges, but ofthat we fle in 
them. Foz it is another maner fo ſpeake 
by &militude of a ſtraunger, and of gur 
owne erperrencs . And in this caſe J 
ſap, that though we bops of uo rewards 
ofthe Gans, nog honour among men, 
no2 mnizmozie of the wozld to comes : pet 
am I right glad to bo al encly a Philoſs 
pher, to ſ how als2isnſiy the Philsſs- 
vhors haue paſſed their time. Jdomaiid 
one thing, whan myne underſtanding 
is dulled inthat 4 haue to do, and when 
my memoꝛp is troubled , in that A baue 
to determine, and whan my bodys is 
compalled with volours, and when my 
bart is charged with thoughtes, and 
when Jam withouts knowledge , and 
when j am ſet about with perils , wher 
can J be better accompanied then with 
wile men, az els reading among bokes? 
In 
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Jn bokes I finds wyſedome, whereby A 


maye learne ! alſo there J finds woztby- 
neſſe, whych A mays follows: JI fynds 
fherepzudencs to counſell me: A fynds 
ſuch as bs ſo20wfhl, with whom J may 
wepe, I finde them there that be mery, 
with whom A may laugh, I finde thers 
ſimple folke at whom Jmay s.ſpozte: J 
find that is nought, wbich 4 may loans. 
And finally in bokes Jfynve, howe in 
pꝛoſperitie J ought to bebans me, any 
how in aduerſitis J ought to guide ms, 
O yowe bappye is that man that bath 
wel red: And vet moꝛe bappy is be, that 
though be knoweth much e, yet ſtapeth 
vpon counſail. And if this bs true gene- 
rally , then muche moꝛe it is neceflarye, 
that ho keepe the true way wbychs go⸗ 
uerneth all otber , At is a rule infallible 
that a Þzince being wiſe , can neuer be 
ſymplic good , but verye gad, and the 
Wꝛince that is ignoꝛ ant, cannot be ſim⸗ 
ply vl, but very vl. A Pam that is not 
wel foztunate, his wiſdeme may great- 
ly excuſe him to his people of his milfo;- 
tuns geuen ta him by foztune . When a 
Paince is greatly beloued of his cõmon⸗ 
nue, and is very vertuous of his perſon, 
lden euere man ſaith, it he haus not god 
foztune, 
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fo;tune,although our Pꝛince want gov 
foztune,yct his wozthi vertues fail not, 
and though boe be not happye to bis in- 
tents, yet at the leſt be ſheweth bis wiſ⸗ 
dome inthe meane ſeaſon , And though 
fo:tune dzany bun at one houre, vet at 
ansher time che agrieth by his wyſe- 
dome. And contrarywyſe , an vuwyſle 
pꝛince, and hated of bis people, by enilh 
foztune,runneth into great perpll. Foz 
if yl ſucceds to him in weighty matters, 
then incontinent it ſhall be ſapd, it is by 
reaſon of the ignozaunct of him ſelfe, oz 
by pl councel of ſache as be about hym, 
and if gadnesſuccede to him, it ſhall not 
be attributed by reaſon of his god go⸗ 
ugrnance,biut that foztune bath ſuffered 
it, and not by the circumſpect wyſedoms 
that be bath vad in the mean ſeaſon, but 
tat it was of the pitie that the geds had 
of bim. The ſith it is thus, a vertuous 8 
a wo:thy pꝛince, in his pdle times ought 
ſecretly to revs in bokes, and openly to 
comms and calnſel with wnſe men. And 
in caſe yll foztuns wyll not permit hun 


to tak the countels, vet at the leaſte, 


de ſhal recouer credence among bis ſubs 
tectes. I wyllſay no moze to you , but I 
ezine? the knowlovge of a wils — 
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of the Þenate, agaynſt a Cenſour, who 
Did diuers exfoations to the people ; and 
be bad a ſmall face, and great lyps, and 
bolow eyes, dis beare curled, bare dea⸗ 
ded, bys ſhoes of a Po;ckpes (kyn, bys 
coate of Gotes beare, bis gyzdell of buls 
ruſbes, and a wylde Cglantyne in hys 
band, Jt was a iraunge thing to ſee him 
ſo monſtrous, and maruaile to heare bis 
purpoſe . Certaynly when { ſawe hym 
come into the Denate, J thought it hay 
bene ſome beaſt in the figure of a man, 
and after J vad heard him, Jiuvged hin 
ons of the Gods, if ther be Gqvs among 
men. And as thecuftome in the Senate 
was, that the complayntes of the pooze 
perſons wers heard befoze the requeſts 
of the ritch, this Alllaine bay liſence fe 
ſpeake, t ſo began his purpoſe , wheretu 
be ſhewed hym ſelle as bold in wozpes, 
as extreme and baſe in hys araye, and 
ſawd; D ye auncient fathers and bappy 
people, J Pylss, dwelling in a City on 
the Kiuer Danubie, do ſalute you De- 
natours,that are here aſſembled in the 
ſacred Dena'e, Che derdes do permet, 
and the Gods tuffer, that the captaines 
ot Ame with their great pzide haue re- 
duced vnder ſubtectio the vnhappy — 7 
ple 8 
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ple of Germany . Great is the glozye of 
vau Komainss, foz your battayles that 
ve haus won th;onghcut all tbe world: 
Bat if wziters ſay true , moze greater 
ſhalbe reur infamy in tyme to come, fo; 
the crneities that ye haue dene to the in⸗ 


|  nocentes. Mp paedeceſours had people 


nye fo the floud of Danaby, any becauſe 
they dyd pll, the earth wared dzye, and 
they dzewe tothe frehe water, then the 


water was ieyfull to them, and they re⸗ 


turned to the mayne land. Mbat thall 
I ſay then? Pour couetiſe is ſo great, to 
baus ſtraũgers gods, and pour pꝛide ſo 
renowmed'ts commaunde all ſtraunge 
landes, tvat the ſea may nof pꝛoſit vs in 
the deepenes therof, noi the eartb to aſ⸗ 
ſure vs in the caues tberof Therfoze 3 
hope in the iuſt Gods, that as pe wyth⸗ 
out reaſon baue caſt vs cuf of cur bou- 
ſes and pefſefions : ſo other ſhall comes, 
that by reaſon ſhall caſt you cut of Ita⸗ 
lye and Rome An inkallible rule it is, 
that he that taketh wzongfully another 
mans ood, ſhall icſ2 the ryght of h/ 8 
owne .

loi in many dayes, ths 
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A rule, that whatfſeeucr they that be vll 
baut gathered in many dayes,the Gods 
taketh frim them in one day: and con- 
trarymſs, all that euer the god haut 
S reffszeth 
to them agapne in ane day. Beleue we 
in one thing, and haue no donbt therin, 
that of the vnlawful wynning of the fa- 
thers, there followeth ths inſt loſſe ts 
their Child zen. And if the Gods tocke 
from them that be vll, every tbyng that 


thee baus won, as ſon: as it is won, if 


wers but reaſon : but in letting them a⸗ 
lons,therby they aſſemble by litle + litle 
diuers things, e then when they thinks 
leaft theron, it is taken from them al at 
once. This is a iuſt iuvgemet of þ gods, 
that ſitbs they haut done pll ts diuers, 
that ſome ſhoulde da pil to them . Cer- 
tainly it is not poſſible to any vertuous 
man, if he be vertuous, that he take any 
taſle in an ather mans god. And J am 
ſoze abaſhed, bow a man keying an o⸗ 
ther mans god, can liue one hours, ſithe 
be ſæeth that he bath done iniury to the 
Gods, ſlaundered his naighboꝛs, pleaſed 
bis enenues, loft hys friendes, greeued 
them that be hath robbed, and aboue all 
path put his own perſon in peril, This 
is 
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is afhamerull thing among men, cul⸗ 
pable befoze the gods, the man that bath 
the defire of his harte, and the bzivell of 
bis wozkes af ſuche livertie , that he ta- 
keth and robbeth fro the pe, (xmetb 
muche to him: but a great dealt of bys 
own ſeemeth to him but little. D what 
an vnbappy man is be, whether. he be 
Grerke, oꝛ latin, that without cenſidera- 
tion, wyll thaunge bis god fame into 
ſhame, tuttice into wzonge, right into 
tyannp, oꝛ trouth into leaſing, tbe cer- 
taine mtovncertain , bauingmnorance 
of his awne goddes, and dye foz other 
mens: Ye hat hath bis pʒincipal inten- 
tion, to gather codes fo3 his Chitdzen, 
t ſeeke not foz a god name among them 
that be geod, it is a iufl cauſe that be le ſe 
all his gods, and ſo without god name 
to be hameful among them that be pil. 
Let al touetous and auaricious people 
know, that neuer amõg noble men vas 
getten god renoume , with ſpztadyng 
abꝛode of pl gotten gods. It cannot en⸗ 
durt man daies, noꝛ yet be bidde under 
coucrt many peres: a man to be golden 
ritche among them that bs rytche , and 
an honeurable nian amonge them that 
be hen2zable ; fo; he ſhal bs infeaucn — 
tba 
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that bs hath gathered his rytches-wyth 
great con etyſe, oz keepeth it W extreme 
ausries. O yt theeſe conetous people 
wert as coustous of their 8wn honour, 
as they be of other mens gods, Aſwers 
toyou ;that the litle woozme oz mothe, 
that eateth the gowne oz clothes of ſuch 
couetous people,ſhould not cate the rei 
oftheyz lyfe , noz the canker of infamie 
v:&roy their gad name t fame at their 
veathes. Barke ys Romaynes , barks 
what J will ſay, A would te the Gods 
that ye ould tafte it. A ſœ that all the 
w92ld dateth pzide,and yet is ther none 
thatfoloweth monengs and humilitie, 
Cuery man condompnety aduoutry , & 
vet à ſee none that liusth chaſte ; Euere 
man eurſsth exceſſe, and A (& none live 
temperatiy:xnery mi pzaiſsth patience, 
and J ſe none that wil ſuffer : guery ma 
blameth louth , and A ſ aone but they 
that be ydie:enery one blameth auarice, 
and yet euerp body robbeth , Ons thing 
A (aye, and not without weeping : I (ay 
every man with bis tong onely , pas 
ſeth vertue, 3 vet they them leluss, with 
all their limmes are ſeruantes vnts vl 
tes. A ſaynot this only foz the Remains 
whichs bene in Alliris: but J ſays 5 » 
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the Senafours that A ſe in the Senate, 
All re Komaines in pour deniſes about 
your armes beare theſe wozds : Roma 
norum debcllare ſuperbos, et parcere 
ſubiectis. That is: Jt partaineth fothe 
Romains to ſubdue them that be pzond, 
and tofozgeue ſubiectes. But certainly 
pe may better ſay, It pertaineth to Ro- 
mains to erpelinnocentes, and to trou⸗ 
ble vere wzongfully peaceable people, 
Foz ye Romaines are but deſtroyers of 
pcaceable people, t maintaine theuts ts 
rob from other,that they ſweate foz, 
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TOfdiuers other thinges that the Vyl. 
laine ſayd before the Senate. 


De Romaines ſayd this dillayn, 

() what action bane pe, that are 
bought vp nye to the ryner of - 
T-yber, agaynſt vs that are nye to the 
riuer of Danubye 2 Baue pou ſe@ne vs 
friendes to pour enemies: oz haue ws 
declared vs pour eunemies: dz haue ve 
heard ſay, that we haue left our owne 
land,and inhabited any ſtraunge lands?

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againk our Lozdes, 93 bane froubled g- 
ny ſtraunge realmes ? ©; baue yo ſent 
vs any Embaſſadonrs to deſire vs to bs 
your friendss 2 02 bath any hofi of ours 
coms to Rome to deſtroy you as our en- 
nemtes 2 Oz hath any kyng dyed in our 
rcalme, tbat in his teſtament made por 
betres to our realme 2 ©; what aũcient 
law haue ye found wherby we onght to 
be your ſnbtectes? Ok truth in Almaine 
bereby, they baut felt your tyzannye,as 
wel as we haue heard of your renowm. 
And mozeouer A ſay , that the names of 
the Komaynes , and the crueltye of ty- 
rantes ariued togetber in one day bpon 
our people , J wot not what ye wyllay, 
that the gods care not foʒ that hardynes 
of men: Foz I ſe , he that hath muche, 
doth tyzannie to him that hath but litle, 
and be that bath but little, though it bs 
to his infamie ; wyll ſerue him that bath 
much. Ss that viſozdered men appoynt 
them with ſecret malice, and ſecret mas 
lice geneth place to open theft, and the 
open robbery no ma reſifteth. And ther⸗ 
foꝛe it cometh, that the conetyſe of an yll 
man neceſſarilpe is had to be complete, 
to the pꝛeiudice of many god men. Ons 
thing J wyll lap, that either the Oods 
ought 
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ought fo thincks howe theſemen ſhall 
hatie an end, oz els that the wozld muff 
ends: 02 els the wozlve, to be na wozld, 
xD; foztuns muſte holde ſure with you, 
ik all that ye haus won in, vii. bundzed 
vtares, ve lee ſe nat in.viy, vayes . And 
where as ye are become lozdes auer ma 
ny, ve ſhal become ſlaues to al p wozld, 
Certaine the Goddes ſhall be vniuſt 
without that thing come, that muſt fall 
tothe weld hereafter, Foz that man 
that maketh bim ſelfe atyzant perfozce, 
it is rygbt that he returne tobe a aus 
by iuſtice. And it is reaſon, that ſytbe ye 
baue taken cur miſerable lande, that ye 
keepe vs in iuſlice. J baue great mer⸗ 
uaple of pou Romaines, that ye ſende ſo 
ſymple perſons to be our Judges. Fo2 J 
ſweare to the Goddes , they can nat de⸗ 
clare yotir lawes, no; vnderſtand ours, 
4 wot not whyther pe (ent them thither 
92 ne, but A ſhall ſhewe you what they 
do ther. They take openly whatſceuer 
is delyuered to them: and they ds theys 
pꝛoſite with that they deſpze in ſecrete, 
They chaſtice the poze perſon grenouſ- 
ly, and thep fozbcare foz mony the thaC 
be rytcy: they cõſent tomany wzonges, 
to bzings them after to theiawes : and 
A. y. withe 
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without gods it boteth not to demantid 
iuſtice, t finally vnder the colour Þ they 
be Judges vnder the ſenate of Nome, 
they lay they mape robbe all the lande. 
MA bat is this, pe Romaines : ſhall your 
paide neuer haut an ende in commaun⸗ 
ding. noz pour couetouſnes in robbyng? 
Sap what ye wyll: If ps doo it foz sur 
childzen, charge them with pꝛons, and 
make them ſlaues: Af ye dos it fo; our 
g50des , ge thither t take them: If sure 
ſeruice doeth net content you , firike of 
our heades. Why is not the knyfe ſo 
crusl in our thzotes , as your fy;zannies 
be in our hartes: Do yt know what ye 
haue done ye Romaines : Pe baue cau⸗ 
ſed vs to ſweare neuer fo retourne to 
our wiues, but fs flea our chtldzen , ra- 
ther than fo leaue them in the handes of 
ſo cruell tyzantes. TTle had leuer ſuffer 
the beaſtly mocions of the fleſhe foz. xx. 
oz. xxx.peres, then to die without woũd, 
leauing our childꝛen flaues . Ye ougbt 
not to do this ye Romaines , Aland tas 
ken parfo2ce, ought the better to be ru⸗ 
led,to the intent that the miſcrable caps 
tiues, ſeyng tuſtice duelye miniſtred to 
them, ſhould thereby fozget the tirannie 


palled, g to ſet i hartes to porpetuall 
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ſeruitude. And ſith we are come to tom⸗ 
plaine of the griefes that your Cenſours 
ds vpon the flonde of Danubie , perad- 
nenture you ofthe ſenate wyl beare vs. 
Mot you what they doe: Barks and J

myns owns houſe, e honeſt companie, to 
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the enkent that my hart ſhould not feels 
ſo great a hurte. Jt is a great payne fo 
ſaffer the onerthzowe of foztune : but it 
is a great yll , when one feeleth it, and 
can not remedy it, and pet without com⸗ 
pariſon my greate ſt griefe is, when my 
loſſe may bs remedied, and be that may 
wyll not, and he that wyl can not reme⸗ 
die it. O yecruoll Romaines, if the ſoꝛ⸗ 
rowes al onely ſhould be reduced to me⸗ 
mo2y that we ſuffer , my toung ſhoulde 
be weary,and all mp members faynt,F 
mine eyes ſhould weps vieddy teares, 
and my fleſh would conſume , Lbysin 
my land may be ſeene with eyes, beard 
with cares , and felt in proper perſon. 
Certaynly my bart departeth , and my 
ſeule is troubled, and mins entrayles 
b;cake,and J veleus yet the goddes wyl 
haue copaſſion.J wil deſyze you te take 
Ry W002085 fo: ſclaunder. Foz pe Kos 
maines, ve may wel ſ that þ trouble 
we haue comzty by men, x among men, 
t with men, aud by the handes of men. 
Then it is no meruatl though men fele 
it as men. Dae thing comkoꝛteth ms, e 
diuers times among other, that be vn⸗ 
foztnnate, it cometh to ſuch purpoſe, 5 
which is, A thinic the gods be lo right- 
welt 
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wiſe, that their fierce and cruel chaſtics» 
mentes coms not but by our own cruel 
ſh2ewdnes, t our ſecrete ſyns awaketh 
bs ſo, that we haus open iuftics. But of 
one thyng A am ſoze troubled , becauſe 
the gods cannot be contented : foz a gos 
perſon foz a litis fault is greatly chafti- 
cod, and bs that is pl, foz many faults is 
not puniſhed at all. So thus the Gods 
fozbeareſome,andſome bauenomercy. 
Thus it ſæmeth that the Gods wyl toz- 
ment vs by ths bandes of ſuche men as 
greeue vs extremelpe. De that if thers 
wer any iuſtice in the wozld, when they 
chaſkics vs with their bands, we ſhould 
not merits to haue our heades on the 
ſhoulders. Therfoze 4 ſay to you ve Ro- 
mapns, c wears by theunnmoztal gods, 
that in, rv, dayes that J baue bene in 
Rome , J haute ſe&ne ſuch deedes done in 
pour Senate, that if the leaſt derde of the 
bad bene done at Wanubie, the galawes 
and gibets had beene hanged thicker of 
therues, then the vineyard with grapes 
t reyſens. And ſirh that my defire bath 
ſtene that it deſireth , my hart is at reſt, 
in ſpꝛeading abzod the poyſon that was 
in it. Jf my toung hath offended you in 
any thing, Jam here ready to make re⸗ 
N. ui. cempence 
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compence with my th;ote. Foz in god 
ſoth 4 had rathsr to winne bonour , of- 
fring my ſelftothe death, then ye ſhould 
haue it, in taking my life fro me. Thus 
this vallayne ended bis purpoſe . Than 
the Emperour ſayde : Bowe thinke pe 
my krendes, what kernel of a nut: what 
golde of fylthe 2 what grayne of firaws? 
what roſe of thoznes 2: what marowe of 
bones did hs vncouer ? What reaſon 
ſo bye „what wo2des ſo well ſette, what 
truthe ſo true, and what malyce ope- 
ned he (o 2 Ye diſconered the dnetye of a 
god man: And A ſweare to peu, as 4 
may be delyuered from this euyll feuer 
that J haue, that J ſaw this Uillayne 
Eandinga whole hour on the earth bold 
lp, and we holding vowne our heades 
abaſhed,and could not aunſwere him a 
woozde. The next dape it was accozbed 
in tbe Senate to ſende newe Judges to 
Danubt?, And we commaunded the vil⸗ 
lains to deliver vs in waiting all that be 
had (aid , that it mygbt be regyftred in 
the bone of god ſayings of ſtraungers. 
And the ſaid villain foz his wiſe woꝛdes 
was made Patrician, and ſo tarysd 

ſtyll at Rome, and fo; euer was ſuſtex⸗ 

ned ol the common treaſure,

N the ſecond yerethat Parcus was 

chaſen Cmperour , the. xlv. xcare of 

bys age, as bee returned kram the 
warres tbat bee hab in conqueryng ths 
Germans and ths Arogons, wherby he 
got glozy and ritches fe; the Romaines 
Empire, be lay at Salonto reſt hym, e 
to appoynt his army : and to the entent 
that ths Komaines fhould apparell bys 
triumphe in Rome right glozyous and. 
ritchly, there was one thing vons,'that 
was neuer ſeene befoze in Rome: Foz 
the day of his triumphe, by al the people 
and conſent of the Senate, the Pꝛincs 
Comodus , ſonne to Parcus Aurelius, 
was choſen after the death of his father, 
to be Emperour vninerſal of al the em⸗ 


pire. Ye was not choſen by the peticion 


ofhis father, foz he was againtt it with 


all bys power, ſaying that the Empire 


ought not to bee genen fo; the laude of 


dem that be dead, but be ſhould be ch9- 


ſen foz bys own good wozkes. Dften- 
times this Empero; would ſay ; Roms 
thalbs 
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chalbs loſt, when thelection ſhalbs taken 
from the Senate, and the ©mperour to 
inherits the Empire by patrimony, 
Now to returne where as we left, 
this Cmperour being at Salon, ſtudied 
ſozs to enter into Kome with god ozder, 
and Roms ſtudped ſoze how ts reccias 
him, as it appartaineth triumphantlye 
fo; ſuch a warre. De was (oze deſired of 
the Empire: and ener he wnagined bow 
to do pltaſurs to the people,and the peo; 
ple wers readpe te dye in hs ſeruice. 
Diners times was moved a pleaſaunt 
purpoſe in the Senate, which of tbeſt 
things was matt to be loued: The Em 
pcrour to lous the people of the empire, 
2 the people of the Empire the Empe⸗ 
ro. «Da a day it was determined ts ſet 
Judges in that caſe: Ther were choſen 
the Cmbaſſadours of the Parthes am 


Rhodes, and vpon that effect they bad 
wzitinges. Jt was layd foz the Empe⸗ 
rour the god deves that he had done in 


bys abſence, and the tokens of loue that 


they had alwapes chewed in bys pze⸗ 
ſence, And on another day the Cmper 
rour moaued a nother queftion befoz: 
the Senate, (laying that it was a gres 
ter glozy to haue ſuch ä 
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the glozis of the Senate, to haue ſuche 
an Emperour , Then the Senats ſayd 
nay : Affirming that it is a greater glo- 
rie that they bad of him, then he coulvs 
haue of the . And in this maner the Em⸗ 
perour gaue the glozy ts the people, and 
the people to the Emperour. Thus in 
ſpozt and play they toke indges againe. 
It was a msruaple us thinge to ſe& the 
toys that they all had to pzooue their in⸗ 
tents. And the god Cmperour foz a me- 
mozie gaue the lauds to ths people, be- 
cauſe of their great obedience 4 ſernice, 
and extteme loue that he had foundein 
them: And the happie people recounted 
the great clemencie 4 mercy that was iu 
the Emperour, t bis vortue and woztby- 
neſſe in gouerninge , his honeftys of ly⸗ 
uinge, and his fozce and valtauntneſſe 
in conquering. It was a great tbing to 

ſee the hono; that the people gaue to the 

Emperour, s the god renoume that the 

Emperour gane to the people, The wzb- 

tyngs wers geuen to the Uraunge Em⸗ 

baCadours, to the entent that the people 

might learne to obey their Pzincss, and 

pꝛinces to loue their people. To the end 

that by ſuch exaples as it was reaſori, þ 

god people ſhould infozce them lelues, 

and 
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any the yl to withdzaw, Thus this Em- 
perour adzefſed his entry with his Cap- 
taines and captiues,and Nome appare- 
led them with all their Senatours and 
people to recetue him. Jt was a huge 
thyng to (ce what people was at Rome 


fogofozth toſ& bim, and what people | 


wore wyth the Emperour to enter. 
Thep that were at Salon, bad they; 
epas and alſs their barts at Rome: and 
they that were at Rome had their harts 
at Salon: in ſuch wyſe that their epes 
daleled with that they ſawe , and they; 
bartes akes fo; that they hoped to ſee, 
There is na greater paine, then when 
the hart is deferrod from that it longeth 
fo;e ts haue.

C Hoy the Emperour gaue Lucilla 

his daughter liſence to ſport 

her at his palais. 
Tis to bes knowen that the Ko⸗ 
mapnes had a cuſtems, that in the 
moneth of Januarye they (houlde 
make triumphes to their Emperours: 
And in the ſame ſeaſon that the Tri⸗ 
umphes wers apparelled and pzepared, 
SFauſtine the Empzeſſe caulſed 3 
rg 
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bygbh perſons te pay the Emperour fo 
geue licence to a doughter ofhis to come 
from there as ſhe was kepte , to the pa- 
la is, and ſpozte hir at the feaſtes . This 
maidt was named Lucie oz Lucilla: ſte 
was higher then the Pzince Comodus 
ber b2otber : che was of a godly ieſturs 
and wel pꝛoposcioned of ber body, and 
well beloned of her mother. And ſhe re⸗ 
ſembled her not all onely in ber beautie, 
but alſo in her lyuing . And thoughe the 
requeſt was pittiefull, and they that 
made it familiar, a he to whom it was 
made was the father, and the demaun⸗ 
der was the mother, and ſhee foꝛ whom 
it was mads was the doughter ,the em⸗ 
pero2 granted it, but not without great 
diſpleaſurs , Nenertheleſſs Fauſtine 
was full glad, and as ſoone as ſhe had 
obteined licence,ſhe bought der dougb⸗ 
ter to the palais. And ſo when the daye 
of the great feaſt t triumphe was come, 
tbe Damſell Lucilla beyng out of her 
gouernauncs , e ſeyng bir ſelfe at large, 
truſting then vpon her own innocence, 
tooke ns beede of any ſtraunge malice, 
but laughed with them that laughed, 
talked with them that talked, and be- 
hold thein that behelde her, and witheut 
cart 
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care ſhe thought, that none thought pll 
of her, becauſe ſhe thought yil of none: 
yet in thoſe dayes a mayden to laugh a⸗ 
monge men, was reputed as muche as 
a woman to haue done aduoutry wyth 
pꝛieſtes of Greece, ſo great was the ho⸗ 
neſtie of Romaine womt eſtemsd. And 
lightnes of maidens was & great inka⸗ 
mie: foz thei wer woꝛs puniſhed foz ont 
open ligbtaes, then foz two ſecret fauts. 
Among ail other, ſeuen thinges the wo- 
men did obſerut ſurely , that is to wit, 
nat to ſpeake much at Feaſtes, no; to 
gate much at bankets, to dʒink no wins 
in their health, noz to ſpeake much with 
men: not to lyfte vp their eyes in the 
temples,no; to ſtande long lookyng out 
at wendowes, noz fo go oute of tbepz 
bouſes, witheut their buſbandes , The 
woman taken with anye of theſe diſho⸗ 
ne ſt thinges, was alwayes alter repu- 
fed inlamed. Pany thynges were ſuk⸗ 
fred in perſons of ſmal reputacion , that 
were not ſaffzred in perſons of honour, 
Foz the noble women could not coſerus 
the reputation of their eſtate but by rea- 
ſon sf keping their perſon in great fears 
E gd 93der: All thinges dons vnkinde- 
le is ſyn, and may be amended: but her 
6 
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biſhonef womi is alway ſhamed, The 
noble Ladies ,ifthey wyll be taken as 
Ladies, when ther excede other in ryt- 
ches, the leſſe liſence 8ugbt they to haut 
to go wandzyug about. Certaynly ths 
plenty of gods, and the libertte of per⸗ 
ſons ſhould not be a (pur to pꝛicke them 
fozwarde , but rather a bzydle to keepe 
them in their cloſets , And this is ſayd, 
fo; becauſs that during tbe ſapd feaſtss, 
the Damoſel Luci! as a yong maiden, & 
Fauftine ber louyng mother not beyng 
olde, ſome tyme on fot e, and ſome tyme 
ridyng on hozſebacke, ſome t me open⸗ 
lv, and (ome tyme marueilous ſecretly, 
ſome tymes wyth companpe, end ſome 
times without company, ſome time on 
the days, and no we and than by nygbt, 
they would walke abzoad in the flrcetes 
of Nome to lee the feldes of Nulcun: in 
gardens Saturnines, and dzinke at the 
tounduites of Neroes water, and ſeme 
time paſſe the time by tbe faire riuer of 
Tyber, and in all ſuch other pleaſaunt 
ſpoztes as appartayneth to theyz age, 
And though the foze ryped Pꝛimetyme 
20ucked them thereto, yet the grauitie 
ef ſuche Ladies could not ſuffer it. 4 
will (ay ens thyng, to the entent noble 
women 
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women ſhould take aduertiſement ther- 
vp, and that is this: Jknow not whiche 
was the greateſt diſſo{ucisn , eyther the 
walking abzoade of Fauſtine and Lu⸗ 
cilla thzough the treetes t other places, 
02 els the boldneſſe of pll ſpeakers, ſpea⸗ 
king againſt their perſonnes aud good 
names, The withdzawing and keeping 
of women cloſs,is a b2idell to the toun⸗ 
gues of all men: and the woman that 
doth otherwyſe, otherwyſs putteth her 
god name in daunger. Dftrouth it wer 
better foz a womannener ts be bozne, 
then to be defamed . Amonge the Ro- 
mains ths linage of the Coznelies were 
had in great etimation . Foz of them al 
neuer none was found a cowarde, noz 
a woman defamed , The hiſtozics ſhew 
that once a woman of that linnage be- 
eng onely defamed , was hanged on the 
galowes by the handes of bir ownkinl- 
folke. Surely it was well done of the 
Romaines , to the intent that the wyc- 
kednes of one woman ſhould not ſuffer 
vll fame to run vpon the whole linage, 
wher ther is noblenes without ſhame. 
Whethinges that touche honour, ought 
not to be bid, but amended by Juſtice, 
and to put them to death, that loſe ihe 
go 
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god fame. At is not ſufficift foz a perſon 
ts be god, but it is neceſſary that he put 
from bim al occafios that are reputed to 
ve vl. Al the loſſes that a man map haus 
of any tempozall godes, cannot coun- 
ferpeiſe that leaſte loſſe of god fame. a 
man that laieth bis gad fame ſo; a far⸗ 
thing at a bat ofthis wozld, at a biidzey 
hots {cantly ſhall he ſhote one a right, 
And contrariwyſe the man that fearcthy 
no ſhame , no will not haue his perſon 
in reputacion, thereis no hope of good- 
nelle in bym , Chen this emperour as s 
Bbipmaiſter, ſayling in moſt fapze and 
calme weather, fozecafteth e is in great 
thought and fea re oftempefts and ffoz- 
mes to come in the feaftes of bis great 
glozye , was indoubte of thoſe two la⸗ 
dies, leaft ſodeinly anpe miſfame Would 
folows . And certainiye hee had great 
cauſs: oz it is an infallible rule of en⸗ 
utous foꝛtune, that this pzeſcnt felici⸗ 
tie is geuen wytha pꝛycke of a ſodayne 
fall of myſchaunce , In tbynges natu⸗ 
rall we ſe ſometime the ſea calme, and 
vet fozthwyth followeth a peryllouſs 
ſo2me, and conſequetly the great heats 
ofthe day, is ſigne of thunder at night, 
Jaye foztuns comming with ſome p2e- 
O.j. ſent 
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ſent delite oz pleaſure, is a token that by 
flattering vs, (hs hath made readye her 
ſnares ts catche vs. When the Pyller 
is ſure, hs dzeſſeth bys watergate, and 
ths labourer when it rapneth not, cone- 
roth his houſe, tbinkiug Þ an other time 
the weathers 63 raynes wyl fal therup⸗ 
on and trouble vim: In like caſe a wiſs 
and vertuous man ought to thinke, as 
long as be lpueth in this wo2ld, bs hol- 
deth his felicitie but in aduenture, and 
his avnerſitye fo; his naturall patrims- 
ny. Among all them that could reisyce 
in pzoſperitie , and belpe them ſoluges in 
adyerſitie,this Emperoz Marcus Aure⸗ 
lius was one, which fo; any flatterings 
that Foztune could ſhew bym, he neuer 
truſtedin them, no; foz miſhap that hy 
had in thts Lyfe, he neuer diſpaired,

«al as @ertas Cheroneſe ſaith,a 
Senate named Aluinus ſaid 


to the Twperozthat ſamenight,that tte 
triumph 
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triumpde ceaſed. Sirreispce von, ſpth 
that this day vs haue genen ſo great rit- 
ches to the common treaſurs of Rome, 
and 4 haue ſens your perſon in the tri⸗ 
umphs of glozy, t fo the woꝛlde to como 
ef you & your honſe, vou haue left pcrpe- 
tuall memozy. The emperonr bearing 
theſe woꝛdes ſaid in this maner: Fren- 
des, it is god reaſon we belcue the bun- 
fer knoweth the fiercenes of beafts „the 
phiſieion the pzopertie of herbes, the ma⸗ 
riner the perils + rockes, the captapnes 
the chauntes of war, ths t mperoz that 
friupbeth the ioyes that he hath of triũ⸗ 
pbes. As God helps me, t as euer J baue 
parte with my pzedeceſſ ours, tas euer 
A bane god foztune, þ tbongbtes that 4 
baue had fo; theſe fcafſtes, haue bene far 
greater, then the feare that à baue hay 
in all the iournais and battailes afege. 
And the reaſsn thercofis verpe eupdent 
to them that baue cler vnderſtandpug. 
Foz alwapes in cruel! battaples J was 
euer in hope to haue glozy , qfearco not 
te ouerth;s we of foztun: bat could 
Aloſe in battiile? Nothing but the {y72, 
that is the leaſte thinge that men raus, 
and alweves in terſe t renmghes I ferre 
orc. ume, Which i; Wwe nl. Ac 
O.. Set 
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gift that the god des haue geuen me. D 
bow happy is that man that loſeth bys 
life, and leaueth bebinde bim perpctnall 
memozy: Let cuery man vnder ſtad this 
that wil, and ſay what they lift, that a⸗ 
mong noble and vallyaunt Barons, be 
dietb not that l«ſcth bis Lyfe , 4 leaueth 
god renoume after him, and machlefſs 
time liueth be that bath an pil nams, al⸗ 
though be lyued many yeres. Tbe aun⸗ 
cient Philoſopbers reckned not the lyfe 
ol a man, though be liued many yeares, 
but they reckned the good wozkes that 
be bad dene. The Srnate was impoz- 
tune vpon me, tbat I houlds take thys 
triuumphbe,as pe knowe well: And J can 
not tell whiche was greateſt, thoyz ds- 


{ire oz my reliftance . Bon know not tt 


trouti why 4 ſaye thus: J did it not be- 
cauſe ot ambicion, & fo2 the touetouſnes 
of glogy , but it was becauſe A feare tho 
bumaine malice . At tbe day of the tris 
umph ther was not ſo great ioy ſhewed 
by p umple perſos,but the hid enny was 
greater amongeſt the greateſt perſons, 
his giozys paſſeth in one daye, but en⸗ 
uy abydeth a whole yere. The plentiful 
realme of Egipt, as happy in the bloud⸗ 


ſhed of they; enemics, as in the 1 
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of Nile,bad a law immonable. They ne 
uer denied their merey to the Captiues 
guercome: no2 they gaue no trumpbe 
to their Captaines ouercommers. 

Tue Caldeis mocke at the Komaing 
triumphes, affirming how there is not 
genen ſogreat chaſticement ts the Caps 
taine of Egypt onercome, as the Em⸗ 
pire Komaine geueth to the ouertomer, 
when triumphe is geuen to hym. And 
ſurely the reaſon is god, foꝛ tbe tbougbt⸗ 
ful Captaine, when be hath chaſed bys 
ennemyss that Rome hath in ttrannge 
landes wyth vis own paoper ſpeare, in 
Jayment fo2 his trauaile they geus bim 
ennemies in hys owne pꝛoper lands. 4 
(weareto vou, tbat al the Romain Cap⸗ 

taines haue not left ſo many cnnemies 
dead by (wwzd, as they bauc recouered 
vll wyllers the day of their triumpkes, 
Let vs leaue the Caldies, and ſpeake 
ws of our auncient Romaines, which if 
they Myght returne newe agayne ints 
the wo:ld,they would rather be tied faſt 
fo the chariots as Captiues, then to let 
in them as Uictozs , And the cauſe is, 
their neyghbours ſ@ing them going as 
taptiue s, wold be moued in their barts 
to ſet the m at libertie, ſo that the gio2y 
O. ii. of 
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them to be perſecuted and purſued, 4 
baue read in wzitings, and beard of my 
2edecefſozs,and haus ſeens of my neigh 
baurs, that the aboundaunce of felicitie 
hath cauſed cruell enuys ts he in many, 
O in what peril ars they,that with pars 
ticular bonour would be eralted among 
other in the moſt higheſt trees when ths 
ſozce of wyndes is moſt aduauncete fog 
in moft ſumptuous buildynges lygbte⸗ 
ningand thunder doth moſt hurt , and 
in great,thicke and day buſhes the fires 
kiadle moſt eaſely: I ſay that in them 
that foꝛtune bath rayſed moſt byghly,as 
gainiſt them ſp;eadetb the greateſt poy- 
ſon of enuy. luck as be vertuous, ſap: 
The moe ennemies they ſubdus fo ths 
common wealth , the moe enuiers they 
recouer of their renewme. One ougbt 
to haue great compaſſion efa vertuous 
man, becauſe where he trauaileth to bs 
god, there abideth ane thing in hem, of 
the which al onely at the death he (@eth 
the end. And that is ,the moze a man res 
couersth here renoume ameng ſtraun⸗ 
gers, the moze he is perſecuted with ens 
uy amdg his own nacien. Momer ſhew⸗ 
ata in his Alliades, tat Caluicis king of 
thy 
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the Argines was expert in clergie, valt- 


aunt in armes, and endued with diners 
graces , beloued with hys people abone 
all other, bee was a great louer ofbys 
Gods, and wwo;tHipper ot them. Thys 
god king bad a cuſtome, that in althings 
that he bad to dos, he woulde firſt aſs 
connſaile in the temples of the Goddes, 
He would begyn no war againſt other, 
noz 92daineno new law no: cuſloms in 
bis realme,no2 geut anſwer to the Em⸗ 
baſſavours , no; put ns treſpafiours to 
death , noz ſet ns tribute an his people, 
but firſt he wold go tothe teple, t make 
diners ſacrifices to know the wyl of the 
GSoddes, Andbecauſe bs went ſa often 
tothe Dzacies, be was demaũded what 
aunſwer the Goddes made to bim in ſe⸗ 
crete, ſeyng bee was ſo impo2tunats, 
Then hee aunſwered and ſayde, J des 
maund of the Gods that they ſhauld not 
geus me ſo lytle, that every man mygyt 
abate and suercome me, noz alſo that 
they ſhould gene me ſo much, that eue- 
ry man ſhould hate me, but my deſire is 
fo haue a miane eftaic, wier with cuerp 
man might lone me. 703 J had leauer 
be fellow with many in loue, then to be 
kyng of all with yatred and enuy. 
O. lin. «The 
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T Of the great reproch that the Empe- 

crour gaue to lus wyfe Fauſtine 

and her daughter, 

A afozeſapde,this god Tmpercur, 
wyllirg to ſatiſfie bis bart , and 
to aduertiſe Fauftine bys wyfe, and fo 
teach bis innocent Daughter , without 
knowlcdge of anye other , bee ſent foz 
them, and ſaid : A am not content Fau⸗ 
tine wyth that your Daughter doth, 
and yet lefſc wyth that you doo, whych 
are her Pother . Theſs Paydens, fo; 
to be god Maidens onght well to know 
bow to obey their mothers, and the mo⸗ 
thers to be god mothers ought to know 
bow to bzyng vptheir Childzen, The 
Father is excuſed in geuing counſell , if 
the mother be vertuous, and the daugh- 
ter ſhamefa . It is a great hams to the 
Father , beyng a noble man, that bys 
wife being a woman ſhould chaſtics his 
ſonne : Anda great incõuenience of the 
motber, being a mother, that her daugb⸗ 
ter hould be chaſticed by the bandes of 
ber father . There was a law ozdayned

O Roms 
A wepe not to ſ&@ thy ftretes vnpauen, 
no; that ther is ſs many gutters in thy 
bouſes, no2 that the battlementes fall 
down, noz the tumber hewad down, noz 
fo2 the miniching of thine inhabitants, 
fo2 all this the tyme bzingeth, and the 


dime beareth away:but J wepe foz tha 


and weepe foʒ theo againe, ta ſ& the vn⸗ 
peopled of god fathers, and vupzouided 
in the nouriſhing of their ſonnes . Our 
country began to fayls vtterlp, when 
the doctrine of ſonnes e daughters was 
enlarged , and their bzpdle let go at ly- 
berty . Fo2 ther is now ſuch bolbnes in 
men cheldzen, and ſo lyttle Chameſaſt- 
nes in women childzen, with the diſho- 
neftis of the mothers, that wher as one 
Father ſuffiſed foꝛ.xx. Wonnes,and ons 
mat her fo2.rrx.daughters,now twenty 
fathers (cantly dare vndertake to bzing 
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vp wol one ſonne,and.rrr. mothers ons 
daughter . Jſaye to you thus Fauſtine, 
you remember not how reu are a ms- 
Cher, fo2 yon gene moze lybertie ts your 
daughter then ought to be ſuffered , And 
you TLucyll remember net,how peu are 
a daughter: Foz you ſhew ta baue mozs 
libertie then requireth fo2 a ponge mays 
den, Tos greatsft gyfte that the godbes 
baue giuen to the matrons ef Rome is, 
bicauſs they ar women that kepe then 
(ſclfs cloſe and ſecrete : and becauſe they 
ars Romaines,they are ſhameſfaſt. The 
day whan the women want the feare of 
the gods ſecretlye , and ſhame of men s⸗ 
penly, veleus mee , tither they call ſayle 
the wozld, oz the wozld them The cam⸗ 
mon welth requireth ſo great neceſſitie, 
that the women that dweltherin, ſhuld 
be as honeſt, as the captains be val iant. 
oz the captaines going to war, delende 
them, e the women that abide at honis 
conſerus them. As a. iq. ve ares paſſed 
re ſawe the great peſtplence:; and 4 de- 
maunded then to baue accompte of the 
people, and J founde , that ofa. C. xl. P. 
women welllyuing irrr.Þ. died: And 
ok. x. P. ll women, in a maner they ſca⸗ 
ped all. à can not tell foz which 4 would 
wept 
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weepe, either fo2 the lacks that we baus 
of the god and vertuous women in eur 
como welth,o2 els fos the grausus burt 
and damage,that theſe tuil and wicked 
women dots the yonth of Neme. The 
fee that bʒ inet in mount Ettzna, doth 
rat ſo great demage to tt ẽ that dwel in 
Sicile, as ont yl woman doth in the cir⸗ 
cuits of Rome. A fierce beaſt and a peril⸗ 
lous enemy to the com mon welth, is an 
pl wama,fo; ſhe is of power ts do much 
barme, e is not apt to folowe any gov- 
nes O bow many realmes and kinges 
reade we of, ta be loſt by the tuyl gouer⸗ 
naunte of women: and to reſiſt againſt 
them hath bens needs of wyſedome, pe⸗ 
rylles, monep, foꝛce, aud wozthineſſe at 
many men . The vices in a womã is as 
a greene rede, that boweth tuery way: 
but their libertie and diſhoneftic vs as a 
dzie kire that bꝛeaketh in ſuch wyſe, that 
the moze yl they vtter,the mozs valikely 
is the redꝛes therof again, Behold Fau- 
Rine,thore is nocreaturs that moze de⸗ 
lireth boneur and wozſe kepeth it, then 
a Woman. And that this is true, ſ@ by 
iuſtice, by ozacions, by wzytynges, and 
other trauayles men getteth renaume, 
but (withont it bs by flattring, 4 — 
peas 
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ſpeakinge) vnts this houre by anfycke 
w2ytinge, we can reade offewe women 
9: none,that either by wziting, reading, 
wo;kyng with nedle, ſpinninge , oz by 
weauyng , bane gotten then any great 
 renowme, But as I ſay ofone,I lay of 
another, Cortainly of diuers we reade, 
by kepinge them cloſs in their houſes, 
well occupied in their buſynefſe,tempc- 
rate in their wozdes, faythfull to they; 
bouſbands, well 0zd;ed in their perſons 
peaceable with their neighbours,and fi- 
naily beyng honeſt among their owns 
famyly, e ſhamefa among ſraungers, 
ſuche haut attepned great renoume in 
their like, ę loft eternal memozy of them 
after their death. J will tell you an ans 
tyke hiſtogie, asp;ofitable to reſtrapne 
our vyces, as it did then augmente ver⸗ 
tues, e it is this The realms of Lacede⸗ 
moniens( as Plato ſaith ) was a region 
m9ze oiſſolute by the unthziftines of wo 
men, the infamed by the crueltie of me; 
ſo that of all maner nations they wers 
called Barbariens. What tyme Greecs 
as a mother, called philoſophy of Philo- 
ſaphers , Lycurgea wyſe Philoſopher 
in knowlevge, and a right iuſte king to 
gouerns, partly with his doctrins rygbt 

Ne 
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pꝛofltable, e partly with bis pure lyfe, 
made lawes in the (ayd realms, wherby 
be ertirped all vices,and planted all ver- 


tues. Jcan not tell which oftheſe twoo 
were mot happys: The Kynge bauing 
ſo obedient people, oz els the rtalme, ts 
baue ſo rightfull a Kyngs . Amonge all 


other lawes foz women, he made neee 
greatly to bs commended. Ye cõmaũded 
that the father that died, ſhould geue no-*= 

thing to his daughter , And an other, «> 


that neither lining noz dying, be would 
geue any money to mary her with : ta 
the entent that none ſhuld mary ber fo; 
ber riches, but al onely foz her godnes, 
and not foz ber beautie, but foz ber ver⸗ 
fues. And where as nowe ſome bs vn- 
maried, becanſetheyare pwze ,ſo than 
they abode vnmarted, becauſe they wer 
ſhamefull and vicious. O tyme wozthy 
to be deſired, when mapdens hoped no⸗ 
thyng to bee maryed with their fathers 
godes ,but by the vertuouſe wozkes 
sf their owne perſons . Thys was ths 


tyme ,called the golden wezld. When 


nepther the daughter feared to be diſhe⸗ 
rifed by the fatber in his lyfe,noz the fa⸗ 
ther to dye ſo2y fo; leaning ber without 
remedy at his death.

But alway the olds Campll repugned

Fez cf 
neceffity, the dzyflare wyll bzenne in 
the fp;e, and the greens flagge ſmoke in 
the flame. A ſaꝝ that a man being a dia- 
mand enchaced amenge men, pet of ne⸗ 
ceſſitie bs ought to be quycke and mery 
amog women. And as ware melteth in 
the heate, we can not deny, that though 
the wod be taken fro the kyꝛe, and ths 
ymb28os quenched, yet neuertheleſle the 
Kones oftentimes remain bot: bzen⸗ 
ning: In lpkewiſe the fieſhe, though it 
be chaſticed with hote and dape mala⸗ 
dies, o conſumed by many peares wyth 
trauail, vet concuptſcence abydeth ſtyl{ 
inthe bones.

Mhan ye taks the wed fro the 
fy;e,it leaueth bꝛenning: When ſömer 
cometh ,the cold winter ceaſeth : when 
the ſeais calme,Þ waues leane their vs- 
bement mouin g:when the lunne is ſet, 
it beſhineth not the wozld . J wyll ſays 
that then, and not befo;e ,the fleſh wyll 
ceaſe to paine vs, when it is laydein the 
graue. Ok the fleſhe we are bozne , and 
in (be flefhe we liue, and in the ficſhe we 
chall die, andthereby it foloweth , that 
eur god life ſhall ſoner ende, then our 
fleſh . Dftetimes ſome holſome fli ſh fog 
meate cozrupteth in an vnbolſome pot, 
and god wyne ſometyme ſaucurcth of 
the fey: 4 ſay,though that the wozkes 
ok our life be vertuous, pet (hall we feele 
the ſtentch of the weake fleſh . A ſay this 
Fauſtine , ſitiz age tan not reſiſt the het 
enterpꝛiſe, ow can the tender members 
of youth reſiſt it? Vou being the mother, 
without you go y right wap, ſhe being 
your daughter can not go the ſame way, 
hs Romain matrones, it they wi! na⸗ 
rich their daughters well, ought to kœpe 
theſe rules: Mhen they ſce that they 
woulde go abzoade, then bzcake they} 
legs: and if they would be gaſtag, then 


put cut their sies, and if they wyl bark,

The at laſt ied the hul⸗ 
band of the lady Wironne , and the wyke 
ef Eſtraſco, and then they dyſcoucred 
their loue, + treated a mariage betwene 
them, of whem diſcended the noblsly- 
nage of our Scipions which wers mozs 
lyberall in the feates of armes, thẽ their 
father and mother were in their tenges, 
Then Fauſtine marks thts thinge, lyt- 
tis aduauntage it had beens to baue cut 
ent the tonges of the two dombe folkes 
to haue remedied their lone, and not to 
haue cut out their hartss. © 
C Alſs J ſhall tell you of Poſiniſſa 0 
Wwoztby knight of Pumidie,and Dapha⸗

that of. lx. daughters of the Þenatours 
Iv. were gotten with chylds gmong the 
thick buſhes: which thing made a greaf 
ſclaunder in the people, and augmented 
the inkamp of Cleopatra, and miniſhed 
the honeſtp of Parke Anthony, 

q Thus as Jhaue ſhewed of a (mall 
number, A could ſay of many other. All 
men are not men: noz all women be not 
women, J ſay it bicauſe J wold it eule 
be ſapd, let it t such the that it teucbeth, 
and let them that can, vnderſkande me.

Fauſtine, take this foz 
a warning, that Jhaueſayd foz a war- 
ning, and theſs laſt wozdes 4 gene you 
fo; counſayls: Jfyou wyll kepe your 
ſetfs from thought , and pour daughter 
from perill, alway let your daughter be 
occupied with ſome god wozks, UWhermn 
the bande s are occupied with any good 
exerciſe, ttzen the harte is vopde from 
many pdle and vayns thoughtes. Eue⸗ 
rye lyghtnes done in yoathe , bzeaketh 
vowne a loups of the defence of our — | 
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but pdlenes, whereby our enuy cnfreth, 
is it which openetb the gate of al vices, 
Fauſtine, wpll you wpt, A ſ& daply the 
pardicion of the yong Romaine dangh- 
ters: Fo; as ſeone as they bee bozne, 
they pꝛeſume to be amarous, They as 
bnthougitful, with the rechleſnes of the 
father, and wantennes of the mother, 
leaue the iuſt trauaile , and take vntuſt 
idlenes. Of pole moctons and outra- 
gious thoughtes, the eyes take lplence 
withont leaue, the mpnde altereth, and 
the wpil is hurt: and finallye thinking 
to be the white that amarous men ſhot

paſt, pꝛudentip waping tyings pꝛeſent, 
and 
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and thinges to come: Sepng that the 
pardicion of Pzinces lay alin wyltotal- 
ly gening them ſelues either to firafige 
thinges fo2getting their owne , oz els to 
entend fs their own,nothing regarding 
(traungs tbynges : Yys hart was ſo a- 
greable to bym , that neytber the hygh 
buſines of them,noz fo; all the afayzes 
efhys bouſe , he would not leaue one of 
the Empire vnſped. J ſay this, becauſe 
this Emperour Marcus had.iig. daugb⸗ 
ters, whoſe names were Lucilla, Poz⸗ 
ſena, Patrira, and Domicia All reſem⸗ 
bled their mother in excellent beautye, 
but they reſembled not their Father in 
bone die and vertuouſnes . And thoagh 
they were in gouernaunce vnder their 
Patſtrefles out of his pzeſrrice, vet het 
had them alwaies in me mozy: and the 
elver they were, the moze ſtudye and 
thought be twke fo: them. And when 
they came fo complete age, be Cudied to 
finde pꝛouiſion fo; tem. It was a lau⸗ 
dable tuſtome, that the daughters of the 
officers of the Senate, ſhould not mary 
wytbout liſence , noz the Emperours 
daugkters without the aduiſemẽt of the 
Senate. Then it was ſo, that one of ths 
laid Pꝛincelles his daughters beyng of 


age, 
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age, and of wyll te be maried, her father 
ſeyng her impoztunity toaccompliſh ber 
defice, becauſs he was ſicke , he ſent fo; 
Fauſtine, that he ſhonld go and com- 
man in the Wenate. The which with all 
ber pawer ſhe withſtod, bicauſe t dat ſe- 
cretly hs had treated foz an other mas 
riage fo yer daughter.

goeth thither,and taketh great payne to 
ſerue her, the woman wil beſeene . J 
ſap Fauſtint, you neuer ſaw a yog dam⸗ 
{zl Kemain greatly renoumed in beutie, 
but either in diade oz in ſuſpection there 
folowed ſome vll name ol ber. In that 
little that Abaut read, 4 haue herd of di⸗ 
uers faire women, both of Grece,Italy, 
Warthe,+ Keme, and they be not put in 
remembzaiice becanſs they were faire, 
but fo; the great perils and heauy chaũ⸗ 
ces, that by their beauties fell in the 
wozld, Foz in maner by rcaion of their 
excellent beauttes they were viſitedin 
their owne landes, and by their infamy 
ſhamed thꝛough al the wezld. 
q Whan tge realme of Carthage was 
flouriſhing in ritcbes, e happy in armes 
they rulsd the comon welth by wiſe pht- 
loſophers , and ſuſteened it by diſcrete 
armies on the ſea. Aminies the philoſ9- 
pher, was as greatly eſtemed amõg tbe, 
as Homer among the Grekes, oꝛ Cicero 
among the Kemaines , hs liued in thys 
woꝛlde lire ſco;e peres and two.

P.,men, 
Wraith (uch wozdes the wiſe nan excu⸗ 
ſed him ſelfs, t he in his age by reaſen of 
bis great ſtudy loſt his ſight. And the ſo⸗ 
litarines of hisſwea&te liberties confirat- 
ned him ts take company of a woman, 
and {hs had by bim.adaughter,of whom 
deſcended the noble Amilcares of Car- 
thage, competitours of the @cipions of 
Rome, the wþxh ſhewed no lelle wo2 - 
thynefſe in defence of Carthage, then 
ours wer foztunate fo augment Remes, 
Tell me Fauſtine, may not ſuch (uſpec- 
N.y. tion 
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tion fall vpon your danghfers, though 
their vertue ſuccour in the perpll, and 
their boneftye aſſure their perſons? J 
wyl diſcouer a ſeerst thing to vou. Ther 
is nothing that can be ſa quicklye com- 
mitted, ifa woman be enuirened wyth 
chaſte keepers,and feminine fhamefaſt- 
nes. Stedfaſtly they deſires, and wyth 
great lepſure they pꝛocure theſe things, 
and lightly may be attained, There 1s 
nothing ſo certaine, but p the wealth of 
an other is matter foz þ own euyll, And 
Fauſtine vou know, v the moThoneſt 
women, by our malice are moſt deſired, 
Certapnly their hamefafines and kee- 
ping cloſe, bene arrowes in defence of 
our bhonefly, We reade not, that bloud, 
ritchefſe o2 beantye ofthe vnhappp Ma⸗ 
trone Lucrece was the cauſe that thee

This is no faute to the ladies of Nome, 
but rather in the immsztall Gopdes, 
Ther cleane honeys accuſeth eruell 
malice. Fauſtine you ſay, your daughs 
ter is to poungto be maried, Doe vou 
not know, that the god father ought to 
endocrine bis ſonnes from their-young 
age : and to pꝛeupde fo; his daughters 
whileſt they be pong.

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Arcus ths Emperour being old, 
M not onely by age,but by tranaile 
and great paynes that he had ta⸗ 
ken and ſuffered in the warres: in the 
rv:y.yeare of his Empire, and.irty. yere 
of his age, and of the foiidation of Roms 
vj.hundzed and fo2ty, as he was in Pa⸗ 
none, nowe called Hungarie, with bys 
bofte,anv Commode his ſenne , at a Ci⸗ 
tye called Uendcbons, ſituate vpon a ri⸗ 
ver that had. ity. M. faire houſes,e he be- 
ing there in the winter, and the waters 
areat,and very wete weather,being al- 
ſo in the ſieldes, about ths. xxx. daye of 
Detember, ſodainly vpon a nigbt as be 
went with lantarns about the Campe, 
there toke hym a ſycknes 92 Palſey in 
one ot his armes, ſo that hee coulde not 
welde hys Speare, noz pet dꝛawe hys 
ſwos2be , noz put on bis owne clothes. 
Tyen this god Emperoz charged with 
peares, and with ns leſſe thoughtes, and 
wynter encreaſing with manpe great 
ſnowes, and freeſyng of the earth, thers 
fell on him an other maladpe called Li⸗ 
targe, the which did put the Barbariens 
in great hardyncs, and bys hoſt in great 
deaupne lle, his perſon in peryll, and his 
kriendes in great ſuſpect of hys bealth 
There | 
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There was done to bym all the expe- 
riencs that coulde bee founde by mede- 
cines, as vnto great Pzinces andlozdes 
ts accuſtomed; and all dyd hym no p30- 
fite, by reaſon the maladys was gree- 
uous, and the Emperour charged wyth 
peres, and the ayze ofthe land was con- 
trarp to hym, and the tyme helped hym 
nothing , and allo he was not well ten- 
ded, And as mon of woo;thyp doo ſet 
moꝛe by theyz honour then by their lp⸗ 
ues, and bad rather dye with honour, 
then liue diſhonozed,to aſſurs their ho⸗ 
nour,they adusnturs euery hour their 
lines, and had leauer haue dne hour of 
bonour,thia.C.yeres of life: So thus 
this ficks-Emperour cauſed himſelfts 
be bozne al about his campe, and went 
to ſe the ſcirmiſſhes, and would fleepe 
in thefleldes: the wich was not wyth 
ont great perill ot bis life, no without 
great traunil of his perſon. Thus on a 


day the Emperour beyng is a gr sat fe- 


uer and letten bleu, heard a great cta⸗ 
mour 02 noyſeiu the fleld, made by bis 
men that bad beugt beme great qua- 
titie of fozage,and their enemies [ct on 
them, to reſcue it, there was medlyng 
on both partes, the ont to beare away,

nud the other todefend: The Remains 
fo hunger did what they could to beare 
it awaye : And ths Pungariens , from 
whence it came, made reſiftance : They 
medled ſo one with ansther, and they; 
debate was ſo cruel, that ther was ſlain 
fyue Captaines of the Kgnmaines ,the 
wozſte of them was moe wozthe, then 
ail tte fozage that they dad wonne. And 
ol the Buagariens were ſo many ſlains, 
that al the fozage that they bad loſt, was 
not {9 much wozth . Certaynly coaſide- 
ring the crueltie that was there done, 
the pzofite that came therby, was verye 
ſinal tothe Kamayns, ſotyat there wet 
but a fes away with the fozage, and of 
the Byngarics fewer was left to make 
reſigancs, Tc Cmperour ſeyng ths yll 
oder, and that hy the reaſon of bis blob 
lotting and feuer, be was not pzeſent at 
that ga, he to ſuch a heaumeſſe at his 
bart, whereby hee fell inta a traunce, 
that it was thought hc had bene deade:

ta, that ba could (& na light of the 
kie, noz ſpeaks to anye perſon , The 
beats of bis Uckenelle was great, and 
vis pame a greater,hs dzanke much and 
eaſs1itcle,be coulde not ſigpe , his fate 
was 
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was yellowe, and hys mouths blacke. 
Sometime bslifted vp his eyes, andof- 
tentymestopned hys bandes togetber. 
Ves ſpake notbyng , and ſighed manys 
times. ys thzote was ſo dere that be 
could not ſpit , his eyes were verye (0ze 
with ſobbyng and weepeng. Jt was 
great compaſſion to ſe his dsath, and & 
great plage of his confuſicn to bis-bonſs 
and alſo the very great loſſs of his war.

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J remember alſs Caligula, the fourth 


Cmperour of Kome, a younge man, in 
whole tyme it was hard toknow which

And 
this young Pꝛʒince went ſs farrs oute of 
the ways in bis youth,and was ſo farre 
wide from reaſon in bis tyzrannye,that 
eueryman ſtudied how to take bys lyfe 
from gym, and be ſtusied to lea tuerys 

man. He wꝛote theſe wozdes in a fable 

of gold: Wonlds to God that all Rems 

bad but one head, to the entt that with

Cz alſo remember Liberie,ſonne ad⸗ 
optiue of good Auguſte, called Auguſt 
becauſe he augmented Rome. But thys 
god olde P2ypnce did not ſo muche aug⸗ 
ment it in his lyfe, but this pong ſuccel⸗ 
ſour deſtroied it muche moꝛe after bys 
death. The hate that the Komaine peo- 
ple had againft Tiberie in his lyfe,was 
right well ſhewed after bis death. Foz 
the ſame daye that he dped, oz when bes 
was llaine, the pcople made diners pꝛo⸗ 
teſſtons, t the Senalcurs 6ficred great 
giftes in the Zemples, 4 the pꝛieſts of-

the ſoule of the ſayde Tiberie into they; 
glozie,but to ſend it to the furies of bell. 

C Alſo Aminde Patrocle, the ſeconds 
kinge of To:intbe Whiche inberited the 
real me, bepng but.rvj.yeare of age, and 
he was ſo vicious of bys body, and ſs lis 
berall of his mouth, that where as bys 
katber helde the realme,ir.yeare, be pol⸗ 
ſeſſed it dᷣut.xxx dapes. 

Alſotbe aũcient C arquin the pzoud

bis minde ouercome with pe, and his 
hart occupied with enuie , 4 his wozdes 
outragious to a good man, it is reaſon 
that he loſe the laudurs of the Goddes, 
bis pziuitte with the pzince,and ts cre⸗ 
dente of the people , oz be p;eſumeth te 
offend the goddes with yll intencien, fs 
ſerue the pꝛinte with vll counſel,and fs 
offend the cdmon wealth wyth dis am- 
bition, O how ignozant are thiſe Pzins 
tes, that take bee de of ſuch berbes and 
venims , that myghte poxſen them in 
they meates, and care net fo2 the poiſõ 
that they of they; pꝛyupe counſell des 
geue them? Doubtleſſe there is no como 
pariſon, fez the herbcs and poiſons can 
be genen but on one day;but the venim 
of pil connſel is geurn every houre. Wes 
nim is defended by the hezne of an Unis 
co2ne,by triacle, and otbei wyſe by vo⸗ 
mites : but the poiſon af il conuſel tath 
no remedy, and leſſe dsfenfines .

Otten times this god 
Ein gerour would lay, that Bzinces ſp⸗ 
ued 1228 ſurclre with the gathering of 
them men of ga lyuing and conaerſas 
tion, then with treaſnre of money ſtuk⸗ 
fed in their cheſtes. Unyappye is ths 
Paince that sſtœmetb him ſelfe happy, 
to haue his coffers full of treaſure , and 
bys Counſeil fall of men of vll lpupng. 
Theſe malicious 4 pl men make pzinces 
pot, and a pertect maſuffiſeth to make 
a wyole real me ritch, ®Sarely this Em⸗ 
perour ſayd well: Foz we do fe dayly, 
that what the father bath gotten in fifs 
te peares, the Donne lwlety in halfe a 
veare.

Pompeis, which was no leſſe cleans in 
bis liuing, then his beares were whyte, 
Dbe fourth was called Andꝛziſce, which 
in gesdlynes of bys ieſture ,hyghnes of 
bodp, vertue of courage, and wyſedoms 
in counſail, none was ceua!l to hym in 


* Rame. The fift was named Bonomus 
| Which at that time was Tonſul , and in 


the auncient lawes verye expert. The 


| laſt was called Juan Uarius the good, 


and be was called the god, becauſe that 
in. lx. peares neuer man ſaw him do anp 
vll wozkes, no; heard him ſpeae anys 
ydle wo d, noz do any thing, but that it 
was profitable to the common wealth, 
Thougy in caſe they were all equall in 
governing, pet J ſape theſe lait thzee 
were pzincipall.

The conragious 
Caius Ceſar, ſaued him ſelfe in.ly,bat- 
fayles, and after in the Senate was 
flaine with, rrry. frokes of penkmues, 
Aſclipio bzother of Pompet, periſhed not 
floting.rrry, yeare vpon the ſea, but he 
was dꝛowned after in dzawyng water 
at a well. Ten Captaines that Scipio 
had with hym in Affricke, that vanqui⸗ 
ched many yard battailes, as tbev were 
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mocking on a bꝛidge, they fell from the 
bzidge, and were d;zowned , God D2us 
fto that bad ougrcome the Parthes, the 
day of his triumphs going to bys cbart- 
ote, there fell a Lyle that tlaut a ſunder 
bis bead, ſo that vaynglezy was the end 
ofhys god lyfe. What ſheulde A tell 
the moe: Thou knowelt well, that 
Lucie my Sifter,haning anedle on her 
boſome,p{aying with her child betwens 
ber armes,the Child with bys hand hyt 
the needle ſuch a iroks into her boys, 
that he flews bys mother. Ones Ruf- 
in the Conſull, ſent agapnũ the Ger-

thinke my ſelf euencleane condemned, 
The cruell fozgetfuinefe , the wbychs 
mays be cauſer of mine abſence , perad- 
uenture baniſhed the god diedes, that 
ye haus rectiued of my perſonne, If in 
any thynge J haue intreated you wyth 
ltes, then J require that ysintreate mo 
ndthynge with trouths .

And 
Iykewiſe J demaund of my friendes to 
geue me counſell to know, wberin it is 
that J (hould ſpeake. J being at Rhodes 
reading Kethozike, my lozd Adzian kg- | 
ping ms ther at the age of.rrxj.yere,my 
pong fleſh, x nolcfſe weake then tender 
at the firſt wozke J ſounde ſolitarpnes, 
and the ſolitarines with libertie adozed 
the world: In adozing I felt it, in faling 
A folowed it, in folowing J oucrtwke it, 
in ouertaking I toke it, in taking A pꝛo⸗ 
ued it, in pꝛouing I taſted it, in talkyng 
A founde it bytter, in finding it bytter, 
A hated it, in hating it, Alekt if, and lea⸗ 
uing it, it returned, and returning J re 
celusd it.

bilon 02 Carthage in an hundzed peres. 
O gloztous hart of Romulus that ſuch 
a thing inuented, and glozyons toung 
that ſuch a thing comaunded, and glo⸗ 
rious was the city oʒ country that foũ⸗ 
| dedtbem vpon ſuch mercy and pitys. Y 
baus founde divers letters of dyuers 
realmes of the oztent,ſent ſozth, menti⸗ 
oning thus: We the kyng of Parthes 
in Abbe, to the cbſcript fathers of Rome, 
tothe happy peopls of Jtaly,x vnto al 
them of that empire,hauyng the nams 
of Komains , ⁊ the ſurnameofclemen- 
cis, ſalutacion to your perſons. Wo 
ſende peace and tranquilitie ts you , as 
we demaund the ſame of the Gods, 
CLhyas. then regards, what glozious 
title of clementie our ppedeceſſours Ro 
maines had, and what grample of cle- 
mencis they baue left fo2 all Cmiperozs 
to teme. Take this foz certain, that the 
Cenſoꝛs o Piniſers of inTice,fo2get- 
ting ths pity of the Kemains,ſhalbe re⸗ 
putedernel,as Barbariens, noz Nome 
ſhall not repute them as ber naturall 
childzen, but as cruel enemies:and 2 
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foʒ augmefours of the common wealth 
but infamours aud robbers of clemecy 
Y When A wasof tbe age of ſeuen and 
fbirtis yeres, beyng in the ple of Crete, 
nowecailed Cypzes , in wynater tyme, 
There was a mountaine called Archa- 
dio, whereupon foure pyliers wereſet, 
t a ſepulture of a kinge of wozfhy fame, 
and in bis life pityfull and full of morcy;

And baw glozyous was his lyfe, ſyt he 
the memozy of him vnts this day aby⸗ 
deth ſg immoꝛtall? And as the Goddes 
may belpe me in all coodnefſe , and de- 
fend me from yll, A bane not ſo great 
delite of Pompey with-his army, n: % 
Gaius Julius Ceſar with bys Gaules 
of Fraunce,no; of Scipio with bis Al⸗ 
fricanes, as J baue of the kyng of Cy- 
pꝛes with bis ſepulchze.
